were entitled according to the law of the State 
andtoevery principle of justice.

ened with the loss of $100,000 more this year. 
Prompt nieasures will have to be taken by 
‘the school authorities here and perhaps by the 
County Attorney to prevent this loss.”’

' This letter requires some explanation. The 

State school fund, which in the main 
consists of;the proceeds of * the two mill tax 
‘evied on each dollar’s valuation of the prop- 
erty in the State annually,’”’ is divided each 
yeat among the counties of the State in pro- 
‘portion tothe number of inhabitants under 
the age of 21 in each county.

Y. HM. C, A. BUILDING FOR ENGLEWOOD. 


Subscriptions Being Made for a Five-Story 
Brown Stone Block. 

A new Y. M.C. A. building has become a 
necessity at Englewood and the present un- 
sightly temporary structure will be replaced 
by a modern brown stone five-story block. A 
joint conference of the Board of Directors and 
Citizens’ committee was held last evening, 
and, after considering plans and figures pre- 
sented by the Building committee, consisting 
of H. H. Gross, R. E. Brownell, and W. G. 
Brinson, the following resolution was passed : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of thé board of 
Directors of the Englewood Y. M. C. A. and the 
committee of business-men, in joint conference, 
that we proceed to erect a*building to cost about 
$75,000, providing we can secure $30,000 in good 
subscriptions. 

The subscription book was then passed and 
$3,000 heads the list as a result of the two con- 
ferences, with the promise of $2,000 additional 
by the same men later in the canvass, 


The building will be five stories high, 60x130° 


feet, with elevator service and every modern 
improvement. The basement will contain 
the largest natatorium in Chicago, 20x70 feet, 
bowling alleys, bath-rooms, and a gymnasium 
56x50 feet. There will be a hall with a seat- 
ing capacity of 700, with gallery. The second 
floor will be devoted entirely to association 
work. ‘The third and fourth floors will be 
rented for offices, and the fifth floor is to be 
used as a dormitory for young men, ,The erm 
tire value of the property, when completed, 
will be $110,000, including the lot which the 
association owns. 

The committee is composed principally of 
Englewood residents of twenty years’ stand- 


ing, and the citizens propose to stand shoulder 4 


to shoulder in the erection of a_ building that 
will be a credit to the city twenty years hence. 
The Y. M. C, A. is the only public building .in 
Englewood. It is city hall, public library, 
einployment and boarding-house bureau, and, 
during the World’s Fair, it will be the depot 
of information. a 


JOHN O’NEIL SAYS HE’S THE MAN. 


William Studiron Arrested, Charged with 
Holding O'Neil Up and Robbing Him. 

William Studiron, who held up and robbed 
John O’Neil, the eigar dealer at No, 151 South 
Clinton street, at 2 o’clock Monday morning, 
was arrested last night by Officers Smith and 
Nolan of the Desplaines Street Station. 

The assault made by Studiron upon O'Neil 
was similar to the assault made upon Iver 
Anderson at No. 62 North Leavitt street 
last Thursday _— night. An endeavor 
will be made to eonnect. O’Neil with 
the attempted #omurder of Anderson. 
Studiron entered O’Neil’s store just as he was 
closmg up, and, presenting a revolver at hig 
head, demanded the contents of the cash 
deawer. .. After taking w was 
in the till—$18—he fillea his pocket with 
cigars and compelled ©’Neil to give him the 
keys to the outside door of the store. As he 
passed out Studiron locked the door upon the 
man whom he had just robbed and carried 
away the key. O'Neil is 53 years of age and 
not strong. After the burglary he remained 
a prisoner in the store until 2 o’clock in the 
morning, when he attracted tne attention of a 
passing patrolman. . 

From the description furnished by O’Neil 
Studiron was arrested last evening at Madison 
and Jefferson streets. After the arrest was 
made Q’Neil identified him as the man who 
held up and robbed him. 

Studiron disclaims any knowledge of the 
Anderson assault, but has not yet satisfactori- 
ly explained his whereabouts the night that 
the coal-dealer was robbed and shot. 


MOB LAW RULES AT EL RENO, 


Oklahoma Lot Jumpers Overrun and Take 
Possession of the Town, 

Gurariez, Ok., Feb. 9.—The last forty-eight 
hours have witnessed scenes of wild excite- 
ment at El Reno which outrival anything 
ever seen in the Territory. That town is built 
upon the claim of Maj. Freeman, all 
the residents of .the place having 
bought their lots of him; 80 
when Secretary Noble decided last Saturday 
that Freeman’s title to his claim was void it 
left every piece of property in town at the 
metey of vandals, for nobody had any valid 
title to the property. The news of the de- 
cision did not reach El Reno till yesterday, 
but when it got there the town went 
wild, First the loafers began jumping lvts, 
then others followed, and soon all‘ business 
was suspended. The court officers rushed 
from their offices and joined the mob, which 
by nightfall had become wild and unruly. 
Gov. Seay telegraphed the Sheriff and other 
officers to disperse the crowds and protect the 
property, but they did nothing. 

Today’s affairs took a more serious turn. 
Houses were broken into, people were driven 
from their homes, and everything possible 
was done bythe excited mob to drive the 
orderly element out and give the jumpers 
possession of all the property in the town. 
Many citizens telegraphed Gov, Seay that 
their property was being destroyed and that 
their lives were. endangered and demanding 
that troops be rentto protéct them, 

Gov. Seay has called for troops. 


TROUBLE FOR A STAMP COLLECTOR, 


Charles B. Lord Arrested for Indulging His 
Mania in a Peculiar Manner. 

Charles B. Lord, who has a mania for col- 
lecting postage stamps, was arrested last even- 
ing and locked up in the West Lake Street 
Station. Lord was found by Officer Allen 
taking newspapers and packages left on top 
of the letter-boxes at Madison street and Ash- 
land avenue. 

The packages and papers were returned to 
their places by Lord, minus their postage 
stamps. When searched over 300 stainps 
were found in his possession, all of which 
had been taken from packages and newspa- 
pers left on letter-boxes.

TO USE ELECTRICITY. 


PLANS OF THE CHICAGO CITY RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY. 


It Proposes to Do Away with Horses on Its 
Cross-Town Lines, Although the Main 
Cable Lines Will Remain as at Present— 
The Plans Discussed by a Director—Ke- 
ports Submitted Showing the Number of 


Cars Run on Each Koute and the Aver-. 


age Daily Receipts. 

The Chicago City railway company intends 
to use electricity as a motive power on all its 
cross-town lines, according to one of the di- 
rectors who was present at the meeting of the 
Board of Directors Monday. 

* We propose to place electricity as a mo- 
tive power on every one of our cross-town 
lines,’”’ he said yesterday. ‘* We will ask the 
City Council sogn for an enabling ordinance 
for that purpose. The cable lines will con- 
tinue as at present. We are especially auxious 
to put electricity on Sixty-third -street to con- 
nect the State street line with the World’s 
Fair grounds. . 

**We will not replace the cable by electrici- 
ty, because there is nu power that could be 
furnished by electricity sufficient to pull, say, 
200 cars on State street that would not burn 
out the machinery. No electrician will equip 
a line with electric power that runs more than 
fifteen cars. 

**OQur Indianapolis line is the finest electric 
street-car system in the world. It i8 run by 
overhead wires., Small, round iron posts 
stand in the middle of the street ana from 
bars across their tops depend the wires. That 
system we copied from the Washington City 
lines, on which, however, we made some im- 
provements. 

** Electricity costs more than the cable, but 
not so much as horse-power. Still, it is swift- 
er, and on light runs, as those cross-towr 
streets, it is the best. It will cost an enor- 
mous amount to equip with electricity, but we 
will do it and give the peaple such magnifi- 
cent service during the World’s Fair that the 
visitors to the Fair will speak of the Chicago 
City railway as one of the most marvelous 
wonders of this magical city.”

Speaking of the report'a director said: 

**It costs from $11 to $11.50a day to run a 
car. That Sth of February wasabig day. 
The first five days of February would average 
$1,000 a day over any five days of January, for 
they were pleasant days. 

‘“*The short lines usually lose money. Of 
the various lines, those makimg money are 
State street, Cottage Grove avenue, Indiana 
avenue, Forty-third atreet, Forty-seventh 
street, Halsted street to Sixty-ninth, Archer 
avenue, Halsted street (O’Neil to Thirty- 
ninth), Wentworth avénue to Thirty-ninth, 
Hanover and Wallace streets, and Thirty-first 
street. The lines just about paying expenses 
are Thirty-ninth street and the Stock-Yards, 
Clark street and Wentworth avenue to Seven- 
ty-ninth street. The others enumerated in 
that table lose money. 

‘The transfer tickets that we give cost us 
20 per cent of the earnings of the road. To 
carry a passenger five miles by horse power 
for a nickel eats up all |the earnings, and for 
this reason there is no money to the company 
in those small outside lines. 


Increase in the Earnings, 


** As to the average earnings of this year be- 
ing greater than those of last year, this is due 
to the growth of the city and of the road, 
The running expenses remain about the same. 
It the City Council would give us the loop we 
desire we could increase the earnings $1,500 a 
(lay above the present amount as well as fur- 
nish greatly increased facilities to the travel- 
ing public: | 

‘We propose to make the finest street-car sys- 
tem in the worid long before the World’s Fair 
opens. The success or failure of the World’s 
Fair depends now entirely on the question of 
transportation between the city and the Fair 
grounds. We ordered yesterday 300 addition- 
al cars to be built outside the city. Our own 
works will be kept almost busy painting, var- 
nishing, and toning up the cars we now have. 

**We are now running about all the cars 
possible with our present loop facilities, but 
we are not having those 300 cars built to look 
at. We expect the Council to allow us to build 
the new loop, The new cars will be delivered 
tous by Junel. Thatiwill add 40 per cent to 
our present carrying capacity. Our own 
works will turn out a few cars in addition to 
these. 
would run all the trailers the people ask for, 
but it is impossible to increase the number of 
cars with that loop. 

‘We intend to build) or have built many 
more cars next winter,'so that by the opening 
of the World’s Fair our present carrying ca- 
pacity will be doubled. We will put on 
twenty-five new cars spon. They will prob- 
ably be scattered along the cable lines so as 
to fill their pulling capacity clear up to the 
limit. We-expect to carry 65 per cent of the 
people to and from the World’s Fair. We 
carry now 80 per cent of the people to the 
Washington Park races. They blocked us for 
atime.in the building of the Cottage Grove 
avenue and cross-town lines, and the Washing- 
ton Park races never paid until we got in 
there. | 3 

‘** That was a good recommendation of the 
Transit committee that street-cars should not 
be run in the district bounded by Jack- 


‘son Street, the river, South Branch, and the 


lake durmg World’s| Fair time. Consider 
what a clamor and jam there will be in that 


district at that time when both we and Mr. 


Yerkes will have doubled the present capacity 
of street-car lines in the three divisions of the 
city. But I have no idea that we will ever see 
the street-cars crowded out of that district,”

FOR A NEW BELT LINE 


MEETING TO PERFECT THE PLANS 
FOR IT SOON TO BE HELD, 


It Is to Be Made a Part of the Switching 
System at the Stickney Tract, and Will 
Be a Mile Outside the Present Belt Line 


—How It Will Benefit the City—One of 


the Promoters Explains the Keasons for 
the Movement—Other Tracks to Be Kept 
Clear for Passenger Trains. 


Another belt line railway for Chicago is pro- 
posed, and a meeting is to be held soon for 
the purpose of perfecting the plans. The 
railway is to be utilized as a part of the 
switching system at the Stickney track, It 
will encircle the city and will be built outside 
the present belt line. 

One of the chief investors and promoters of 
the Stickney enterprise said yesterday: 

** We are looking about now to find a capa- 
ble railroad man to place in charge of the 
new belt line matter. We have reached that 
point in the construction of the plant at the 
Stickney tract where the new belt line beeomes 
& necessity. Railroad men of Chicago 
agree that.the old belt line would have to be 
elevated if used in connection with the switch- 
ing circle,and even then it would be of 
no practical use. They think that a new belt 
line is absolutely necessary to do the bubiness 
properly and connect with the Stickney tract, 
80 we have decided to build it. 

“You will smile when I tell you it will be 
completed by the opening of the World’s Fair, 
but such is the fact. It will be finished by 
that date so as. to empty the main railway 
tracks of freight-cars in order to give more 
room to passenger-trains in handling the thou- 
sands who will crowd in to the Fair. 

** Let me show you what this means: One- 
half of the railway tonnage entering Chicago 
is through tonnage. By keeping half the 
present number of freight cars out of Chi- 
cago, intercepting them at this belt line, run- 
ning them around the ring at the Stickney 
tract, and sending them on toward their des- 
tination, we clear the tracks for passenger 
traffic to that extent. 


Will Lessen the Cost. 


“The handling of each of these cars now in’ 


the city costs on an average of Seach. It 
can be done on this belt line and Stickney 
circle for 30 cents a car and an average of two 
days in time can be saved. This plan will 
to a great extent abate the smoke nuisance, 
relieve the blockade on tracks and cross 
streets, and leave the railroads in position to 
run local trains to the World’s Fair. We ex- 
pect by the time this meeting is held that the 
railroad men interested will have agreed on 
some railroad expert as manager; then the 
work will be immediately pushed. 

“There are five sections in that Stickney 
territory. Half the cars in the United States 
could be stored on those tracks. 

‘“* The success or failure of the World’s Fair 
depends on the transportation given the peo- 
ple. Look on the map and you will be amazed 
at the immense territory in the city taken up 
by railroad tracks, This. outside switching 
will relieve and improve the city in scores of 
ways which will readily present themselves to 
every thinking person. 

**By the way I cannot see how elevating the 
railway tracks inside the city can be made 
practicable. Now, between Van Buren street 
and Engiewood the Lake Shore, Fort Wayne, 
and Rock Island roads all have switching 
tracks out to customers. How will they load 
the cars with elevated tracks? I do not be- 
lieve the scheme will be a success. If all 


steam railways on the South Side could be 
moved south of Twenty-second street if would 


be a good-thing. But that is not at all prob- 


“ Questions are daily developing as to how 
Chicago with its phenomenally rapid growth 
can make transportation keef? step with tne 
demands of that growth. Our new belt line 
and arrangement for outside switching of 
freight-cars will aid materially in solving the 
problem,”’ 


TO TRANSMIT POWER GREAT DISTANCES. 


Plans of the Columbia Electric Transmis- 
sion Company Incorporated Yesterday. 
At Springfield yesterday the Columbia 

Electric Transmission company was incor- 

porated with * $500,000 capital. The incor- 

porators are Gustav Monrath, Charles G. 

Armstrong, and Clarence Griggs. Mr. Arm- 

strong said yesterday: 

“We haye incorporated this company not 
for experimental purposes but to demonstrate 
that power can bestransmitted long distances 
and to utilize the water-power now going to 
waste in the territory adjacent to Chicago. 
We have strong financial backing, and of the 
capital stock of the company $125,000 has 
been already paid in. In Germany last sum- 
mer 300 horse-power was transmitted 115 
miles, and this question of long-distance 
transmission has been the subject more gen- 
erally discussed among electrical men for 
some time past than any other one thing. 

“We are now making arrangements by 
which we will control a water fall. of 2,000 
horse-power at Marseilles, Ill, a town eighty 
miles from Chicago, on the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railroad. A plant will be 
erected there, wires strung, and by means of 
high tension currents this will give us at least 
1,500 horse-power in Chicago. As the cost of 
each horse-power in this city at present is $70 
a year, at that figure we should have an in- 
come of $105,000 a year from this plant alone, 
and the cost to us would be merely nominal. 
We shall have everything ready and the plant 
in operation by the time the World’s Fair 
opens, and will make an exhibit in the Elec- 
trical Building, where the power may oe used 
for lighting and other purposes. Mr. Mon- 
rath and myself are the electrical engineers, 
and we are confident the venture will prove a 
success. It .was indorsed by the Chicago 
Electric club at a recent meeting.”’

Plea for Lower Tariff.

It is no unfair advantage of others that they 
ask or deserve. 

Circumstances have ordained that the price of 
the products of their labor shall be fixed in mar- 
kets open to the gompetition of the world. 

No statute of Murs can change this condition. 

Simple justice demands that so far as the neces- 
saries of life are concerned, they should be per- 
mitted to buy in markets where prices are fixed 
by the same competition.

WILL BLAINE RESIGN?

ILL-HEALTH SAID TO HAVE CAUSED 
THAT CONCLUSION. 


Report That the Secretary Will Go to a 
Warmer Climate for the Winter and 
Until the Summer Has Settled—Question 
of a Successor Is Already Under Con- 
sideration — Wisconsin's Gerrymander 
Law in the Coarts — Will Not Trade 


Parsons. 

New York, Feb.10.—[Special. ]|—A Press spe- 
cial from Washington says: Biaine’s resigna- 
tion from the Cabinet will, after a reasonable 
interval, follow his letter of withdrawal 
as a Presidential possibility. For this 
statement the correspondent has authority 
second only to that of Secretary Biaine 
himself. Mr. Blaine, if he follows his per- 
sonal inclination, would tender the President 
his resignation at once, but he realizes 
that such an act following im- 
mediately upon his letter to Chaur- 
man Clarkson would be construed by the 
opponents of the Republican party either as 
an act of pique or as indicating serious differ- 
ences between the President and his Premier. 
Therefore Mr. Blaine will postpone his resig- 
nation until time enough shall have elapsed to 
separate in the public mind that act from his 
announcement, 

The reason which Secretary Blaine will 
give to the President for retiring from the 
Cabinet will be that of physical inability to 
continue to perform the arduous and exhaust- 
ing duties of his present office. 
Other motives may, and doubt- 
less will, be assigned by his 
critics for his action, but it will really be 
based upon his precarious health, It has 
been the hope of Mr. Blaine for several 
months to spend part of the present winter in 
a warmer climate. When he left Bar Harbor 
last fall it was with the intention of going 
from Washington either to the extreme south- 
ern part of Texas or to Mexico to spend the 
winter. 

Wants to Go South, 

fhe Chilean imbroglio dragged its length 
along untilatrip of so great extent became 
impracticable. Since the Chilean affair has 
assumed less importance it is stated that 
Mr. Blaine has expressed .a desire to go as 
soon as possible to the Bermudas and 
remain till the late spring or early summer 
months. Since that time Mr. Blaine has also 
expressed a desire to visit Cuba. It would be 
curious if Mr. Blaine, who was in a foreign 
land when the convention of 1888 was held, 
should be at the furtherend of a submarine 
cable with Mr. Boutelle at the other in 1892. 

The determination of Mr. Blaine to retire 
from the Cabinet, which is here publicly an- 
nounced for the first time, was intimated by 
Gen. Felix Angus of Baltimore, who said in 
aninterview: .

Blaine retire even from the Cabinet, of which 
he has been such ah eminent member.”’ Gen. 
Angus’ words may be yiven all the signifi- 
cance to the utterance of an intimate personal 
friend of Secretaty Blaine. 

Question of a Successor. 

It is, of course, too early to speculate as to 
who may succeed Mr. Blaine as Secretary of 
State. The name of ex-Senator Edmunds of 
Vermont naturally suggests itself, 
because of his known intimacy’ with 
the President and his great experience in 

ublic affairs, but it will be remembered that 

r. Edmunds assigned his precarious health 
as his reason for resigning from the Senate. 
New York has already a member of the Cabi- 
net, which would seem to debar from consid- 
eration the naine of ex-Senator Evarts, who 
was Secretary of State under President Hayes. 

It is thought more probable that the Presi- 
dent would look tothe West for a successor to 
Secretary Blaine, and it is suggested that he 
might find it good politics to select.a man 
from Illinois. In this connection the name 
of Robert T. Lincoln, who was Secretary 
of War under President Arthur and who 
is now United States Minister at the Court of 
St. James, might be recalled and promoted to 
the head of the State Department.

WISCONSIN'S Gi: RRYMANDER LAW. 


Question of the Jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court Is Argued, 

Mapisox, Wis., Feb. 9.—([Special.]—The 
Supreme Court room was filled to overflowing 
this morning when the case to test the consti- 
tutionality of the “‘gerrymander’’ was called 
for argument, The action is brought in the 
form of an injunction against the Secretary of 
State to enjoin him from issuingelection notices 
of members of Assembly and Senator at the 
coming Novemberelection. Gen. E, 8S. Bragg 
of Fond du Lac, who*has been retained by the 
Secretary of State, made a, motion to the 
court to dismiss the action on the ground 
that the court bad no jurisdiction, and 
further that there was no grievance to 
be righted for which the jurisdiction of the 
court should be invoked. Gen. Bragg. in his 
opening address, gaid that the action was 
brought by disgruntled pdliticians and polit- 
ical newspapers who were affected by the last 
Reapportionment act. The legislators of 
Adams and La Crosse Counties werein the 
Legislature when the bill was passed about 
which this question came before the Supreme 
Court, 

Gen. Bragg’s argument was spiced with al- 
lusions to well-known politicians, and several 
times the halls of the court-room resounded 
with laughter, 

Ex-Attorney-General Estabrook followed 
with a brief argumeut in behalf of the relators 
in the case, is argument was largely de- 
voted to the jurisdiction of the court. He 
claimed that this established jurisdiction ex- 
tends to determining the question whether the 
Legislature, in the exercise of the apportion- 
ing power in a given case, has kept within the 
limitations imposed by the Constitution, The 


power of the Legislature to apportion is not 
-an absolute, 


arbitrary, and unconditional 
power, but is subject to certain well-defined 
and expressed limitations. 

Col. George W. Bird of this city followed on 
the side of the relator. Hesaid the question 
involved one of public right, and theretore the 
rsiator is not required to have an individual 
or private interest separate from the general 
public in the subject matter and relief sought; 
but any citizen of the State, whether having 
private interest or not, may be relator. He 
quoted a number of cases to sustain the prin- 
ciple. Then he took up the matter of orig- 
inal jurisdiction, and declared that the Su- 
preme Court had ample authority to hear and 
determine all the questions involved. It is 
a well settled principle that this court in the 
exercise of the original jurisdiction conferred 
upon it by the Constitution has rightful 
authority to control action by injunction as 
well as by mandamus. These limitations, he 
said, were laid down by the Constitution.

GEN, HENDERSON’S CANDIDACY. 


|} Sentiment Among the Republican Con- 


gressmen Growing in His Favor. 

Wasuinetor, D, C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
There is a growing sentiment among the Re- 
publicans in the Illinois delegation favorble 
toward the nomination of the Hon. Thomas 
J. Henderson for Governor. Gen. Henderson 
has spent many years in Congress to the bene- 
fit of the people of his district and the State. 
He is invariably renominated by acclama- 
tion, and can unquestionably remain in Con- 
gress as long as he pleases. Some of the 
Illinoisans, realizing his eminent fitness for 
the Governorship and the strong personalities 
which would make him a most formidable 
candidate for any elective office, have been 
talking with him about the nomination for the 
Governorship. 

Gen. Henderson’s position is just this, He 
can gain no additional honors by longer serv- 


-ing his constituents in Congress, and is dis- 


posed to listen to the requests of his personal 
and political friends as respects the Governor- 
ship, If his friends believe he should allow 
them to use his name he will certainly offer 
no objection. Gen. Henderson is in no sense 
of the word a politician who seeks to elevate 
himself by the use of sharp practice, but 
there can be no quection that the General, if he 
enters the ¢ontest, will develop a very formid- 
able following, and this without the aid of 
mechanism. More will be heard of the move- 
ment in Gen, Henderson’s favor before many 
days roll by. His army record, added to the 
fact that he has in nowise been complicated 
or involved in State gissues, makes him a con- 
spicuous figure. 


WILL MICHIGANIZE NEBRASKA. 


Ex-Gov. Thayer Says Gov. Hoyd's Plans 
Will Be Disastrous to Republicans. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Feb. 9.—Gov. Thayer of 
Nebraska, who abdicated yesterday tn favor 
of Gov. Boyd at the request of the United 
States Supreme Court, passed through this 
city this morning. Upon the side of the car 
in which he is traveling was a flaring banner 
reading in letters a foot high, “*Gov. Thayer 
and party, en route for La Porte, 'Tex.” La 
Porte isa young but ambitious town only 
forty-two days old, and is being boomed by 
Mr. Thayer. 7 

The ex-Governot spoke about his meeting 
with Gov. Boyd yesterday. ‘*‘When Gov. 
Boyd entered: my office,’ he said, “1 ap- 
proached him and extended my hand. Hedid 
not offer to take it and I inquired of him: 
‘Am I to understand, sir, that you decline to 
shake hands with me?’ He replied thatl 
might so understand. ‘ Well, sir,’ I said, ‘1 
want you to understand that it is a matter of 
entire indifference to me.’ ”’ 

Mr. Thayer said that the plans being formed 
by Gov. Boyd and the Democrats would if 
carried out be disastrous to the Republicans. 
The Legislature, he said. would doubtless 
“ Michiganize ”’ the State, which would mean 
the loss by the Republicans of some of the 
Presidential Electors, Mr. Thayer did not 
state just how many Electors the Democrats 
would gain, but that the Republicans would 
lose a part of them was certain. 


WHITNEY IS HELD IN RESERVE. 


Ohio’s State Committee Chairman Says Hill 
Is Now Ont of the Question, 
Corumevs, O,, Feb. 9.—[Special. ]—The Hon.

SHOWED HER TEMPER. 


DEPOSITIONS OF BARON DESTUERS 
AND HIS FRIENDS. ° 


Many Instances in Which the Baroness 
Offended Him aud His Friends by Her 
Manner and Remarks—The Interview 
with Dr. Charcot and the Use of the 
Letter from Dr. Mitchell—Remarks 
Concerning the Kin of Holland and 


Her Friends. ‘ 

Sioux Farzs, 8. D., Feb. 9.—|Special.!— 
Is Baroness Destuers crazy? Spectators in 
the court-room attending the madame’s di- 
vorce trial would answer at once “No.” Is 
she mentally unbalanced? Again “No.” Is 
she erratic in her temperament? Decidedly 
‘‘Yes.” Baron Destuers in his defense to 
his wife’s application bases his theory upoa 
the proposition that she is unbalanced and in- 
capable of taking care of her fortune and her 
children. Her fortune is $1,000,000. Her 
children are three in number, and the Baron 
is a poor maa. French law gives the husband 
complete control of the wife’s estate in cases 
of mental derangement. 

The Baron’s testimony was submitted by 
deposition, and in all the seventy-five type- 
written pages there is nothing which more 
fully illustrates his opinion of his wife than a 
little conversation which took place between 
the Baroness and himself one day in Paris. 
His wife was reclining on a divan, and laymg 
down her novel she said to her husband: 

‘*T would prefer to have had no children; 
I never desired any; ail the children that are 
brought into the world are predestined to be 
unhappy; it is not rendering them a service to 
bring them into the world. I have suffered 
since my childhood. I went to sleep crying 
every night. My father scolded me and pun- 
ished me unjustly. Then I lost my sister, and 
afterwatds my mother went crazy. My heart 
is hardened. I do not feel anything any more. 
Some women are born unlucky. It will last 
until my death. All that I can do is to amuse 
myself and accept what God sends—all kinds 
of sorrow. lalways look upon life as some- 
thing dreadfully sorrowful. Iam a pessimist. 
The only thing to look for is pleasure. I do 
not require anybody. I am selfish, The 
greatest misfortune that could happen to me 
would be to lose my eyesight or become par- 
alyzed. I think I would dic in that case, blow 
out my brains, or poison myself.” | 

The Baron remarked that such views were 
not Christianlike, to which tne Baroness re~ 
sponded : 

“I don’t bother my head about Christiani- 
ty.’ | 
How Her Temper Was Displayed. 

The Baron relates the date of their mar- 
riage. The various posts he has held in the 
diplomatic service of his country in London, 
Paris, Berlin, and Madrid, and finally states: 

from the beginning of our married life my wife 
commenced to say disagreeable things to me and 
had a nervous and irritable temper, At first 
these scenes ony occurred at rare intervals, and 
between them Mrs, Destuers showed me for sev- 
eral years a great deal of affection. However, 
with time they became more frequent, and after 
the death of her mother in 185] her disposition 
changed and grew worse. From 1879 to 1581 we 
lived in Paris, when I was appointed Minister in 
Madrid. In 1884 we had the misfortune of losing 
our oldest daughter, May, and this event affected 
Mrs. Destuers very deeply. Since 1885 Mrs. Des- 
tuers’ manner towards me has gradually become 
worse and worse. 

The Baron relates an incident where the 
madame threw a book at his head for some 
trivial.reason. (nf at the breakfast table in 
1888 Mrs. Destuers said to her son Bertie: 
** You are a coward.”’ He told her she should 
not speak to her son in that way and she 
answered, “Still I will do it,’’ and she re- 
peated the words to him. The depvsition con- 
tinues: 

Her Treatment of Visitors. 

This ‘same year, 1888, Count Seckendorff, the 
Marshal of the Empress Frederick of Germany, 
was staying with us on a short visit. We took 
him to the opera, and once between the acts, as 
Mrs. Destuers qot up from her chair to go into 
the back part of the box, she saidtome: “ The 
box is too crowded; you had better go out.’’ At 
fhe same time she walked on my feet purposely. 
Ine box was very large and not at all crowded. 
Count Seckendortf heard the remark. Mrs. Des- 
tuers on several occasions put red pepper and 
brandy into a (oR of champagne and drank 
this, although | had asked her not todoso. She 
was ill afterward and this drink caused the ill- 
ness, rs, Destuers had taken to emokeng cigars 
ettes, several times told her that l thought 
smoking unladylike and would injure her health, 
Once she gave cigarettes to our daughter and to 
our son, Bertie, and triedto make them smoke. 
When the late King of Holland was ill in 1889 
Mrs. Destuers made unbecoming remarks about 
his health, that he took so longto die; and she 
said these things in the presence of people who 
might have taken offense at such remarks, inso- 
pag as lwas the accredited Minister of the 

ing. 

She paid no attention to the household duties; 
all she did was to order the dinner. My official 
duties did not leave me time to give all the neces- 
sary ordersto the servants, and there was the 
greatest waste in everything. The butler spent 
from 5,000 to 7,000 francs a month for dessert, 
fruit, and extra servants. ete., and the cook spent 
about 56.000 fraucs ($11,200) in 1887, and 55,- 
000 ($11,000) in 1888. This state of things reached 
such a pitch that I wrote to Mrs. Destuers at 
Cannes, on the 24th of Jannary, 1888, to tell her 
that some change should be made. It has been a 
source of astonisliment and surprise to me that 
Mrs. Destuers should sbow such indifference to- 
wards her children. She never attended to their 
education, hardly looked after their dress, and 
even when they were ill she saw very little of 
them. 

‘Lhe Baron gives a few more incidents terd- 
ing to show that his wife’s mind was not 
poised properly, and that her nervous dis- 
order (of which her mother died) was rapidly 
bringing her to a position where it was neces- 
sary to consulf some eminent physician. So 
he called on Dr. Charcot and that gentleman 
paid the madame a professional visit. The 
result of this was the cliinax of the married 
life of Baron and Baroness Destuers. The 
Baron describes the event graphically. 

Her interview with the Physicians. 

As Drs. Charcot and Cheurlot came in the 
room the Baroness exclaimed: “I am not 
sick, Do you want to lock me up?’ Dr. 
Charcot said: ‘This is quite out of the ques- 
tion, but you are in an unbalanced state of 
nervousness. It is not natural that you should 
not love your children and that you should 
behave towards your husband as you do,”’ 

Mrs. Destuers—Well. yes. I do not love 
husband nor my children. I never wanted to 
have any. I married to leave my home, where 
I was unhappy on account of my father. I 
had sworn to marry the irst man who pro- 
posed. 

Charcot—Why not the second? 

Mrs. Destuers—I had already refused two. I 
never loved my husband. I have iost all that 
I loved, Lonly love my daughter at present. 
I do not love my son, Bertie. I say so frank- 
ly, and ldo not love my husband. If one of 
us is crazy it is iny husband. 

Charcot—But nothing in his acts has ever 

Un the contrary, 
there are proofs that you are unbalanced. 
_ Mrs. Destuers—But the physicians in Amer- 
ica are not of the same opinion. I admit that 
I have always been very much spoiled and am 
a spoiled child. 

Charcot—You aré mistaken. I have here a 
letter from Dr. Weir Mitchell, New York, 
which expresses the same opinion. 

Dr. Charcot here proauced the letter from 
Dr. Weir Mitcheil to Dr. Fordyce Barker, 
family physician of the Carey family in New 
York, dictated Nov. 27, 1889, in which Dr. 
Mitchell says: “It is my opinion that it is 
impossible that she should return*to Paris and 
live the existence she has been living without 
a strong probability of a breakdown in her 
mental and physical health. I have advised 
her as a physician to remain heré this winter 
and undergo steady treatment.’’ He present- 
ed this letter to Mrs. Destuers, who read it. 


Said It Was to Aid in a Divorce. 


Mrs. Destuers—This letter was written by 
Dr. Mitchell im view of a divorce which I 
wanted to obtain. It was to be read in court. 

Charcot—l cannot believe that Dr. Mitchell 
would have written this letter for the object if 
his opinion had not been such. 

Mrs. Destuers—My family desired this 
divorcee and advised me to apply for it, but 
my Uncle Astor died and that made me 
change my mind. : 

Charcot—I cannot understand that such 
advice should have been given to you. The 
latter must have been treated very lightly. 
You will admit tht your conduct is very ex- 
traordivary. You goto Americaif you want 
to get a divorce; then, all of a sudden you 
come back with the intention of making up 
with your husband. Immediately on your re- 
turn you behave again in the most extraordinary 
way towards him without he having done 
anything to justify your conduct. All that 
you wili admit is not natural. You should 
positively take care of yourself, and it is 
necessary that your daughter should be 
placed in other hands. 

The Baron then takes up the thread of the 
story and states: 

I again asked the doctors before they left

She Denounced His Action, 


At four o’clock the 14th, Mrs. Destuers came 
i library and asked about her daughter. 
She said: * You have committed an infamous 
act and the whole of Paris know it.” She 
asked me whether she could see her daughter and 
I answered that she could, but she should under- 
stand that it was necessary for meto take this 
measure and that other mothers were in the same 
position as herself, She added afterwards: 
“'Phese doctors are scoundrels. Charcot is a 
scoundrel, who does everything asked of him for 
money, I told her that I had been forced to take 
this step and that I had oy long against it; 
that it was a duty for me that Il had not warned 
her beforehand to avoid a painful struggle; that 
not only the doctors, but other people had ad- 
vised me to act in this way. She again used abusive 
langu to me and said that the whole of Paris 
would know what [had done; that she had al- 
ready spoken about it; that people would cut and 
despisé me. She added, “*I curse you.” I said 


to her: ‘*'I did not know that you would be 


capable of using such words, but [ forgive you.” 


Mrs. Destuers answered: * No. it’s true; { with- 
draw them; it. is two strong.’”’ Then she pro- 
nounced three times the wo * Benediction ” 
and took my ltand. Shecontinued: “I see tha 
you have acted out of stupidity ; you have allowed 
yourself to be led; I will only live now to 
revenge myself,” Her face then took a dread- 
ful expression. 

In July. 1890, the Baron learned that his 
wife had left Wiesbaden without taking any 
treatment. His letters addressed to her were 
returned to him unopened. He telegraphed to 
New York to find if they knew w she was, 
but could not ascertain anything. Finally he 
wrote to W. W. Astor and to Mrs. Deland. 
That was in 1890. In the early part of Sep- 
tember he received a reply from Mr. Astor, 
but he could tell him nothing, ! 

Corroborating the defendant, Mathew Van 
Lier, Consul-General at Netherlands, was an 
important witness for the defense, owing to 
his position. He was with the Baron con- 
stantly, boarding with the Destuers family. 
He had a guod pair of eyes and a better pair 
of ears. . He gives two incidents of the rude 
manners of the Baroness: 

At the table she made unpleasant remarks to 
the children and often said things before them 
which they should not have heard. When the 
news of the death of Count Seilern came Mrs. 
Destuers said, speaking of Countess Seilern 
his widow: “ At last she has luck, now she is ri 
of him,”’ A few days after she made this remark 
Mrs. Destuers again said: ‘Countess Seilern is 
luckier than 1 am, because the Destuers people 
never die.”” She used the word “crever,’”’ which 
only applies to animals. Countess Seilern was a 
great friend of Mrs. Destuers. :

Whenever an opportunity presented itself Mrs. 
Destuers was heal te her children, more espe- 

ially to Bertie. She once said at lunch in the 
Coouaiee of quite a number of people, speaking of 
her son Bertie: * This child is horrid. When he 
was born he was like a redcrab. Isaid tothe 
nurse: Take away this horrid thing: I never want 
to see it again.” Mrs. tuers said thisin the 

résence of Bertie, the other children, Mr. Vaa 
Rice. and Miss Whitside. 

M. Emile Charles Wauters, an arfist and 
member of the Belgian Academy of Fine 
Arts, testified that he painted a portrait of the 
Baron and when finished he took it to the 
Baroness for inspection. He had spent a 
great deal of time and labor upon it and he 


prided himself that it was a fine piece of work. 


As he stood. looking at it the madame raised 
her eyeglasses, and, after a severe look, she 
reinarked ironically: ‘‘1lt’s good, good; you 
have succeeded in reproducing his disagree- 
able expression.”’ . 

The remaining depositions are of a cor- 
roborating nature, and all tend to show that 
the Baroness had plenty of American spunk 
and temper. 


WHAT CURTIS SAID WHEN ARRESTED. 


Officers Who Took the Prisoner After the 
Killing of Grant, 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 9.—In the Curtis 
murder trial today Officer P. Bode testified: 
‘*T knew Grant. The night of the murder I 
heard three shots. I was in the Folsom Street 
Station and ran out when I heard the shoot- 
ing. I fell over Grant’s body. Saw a man 
running on Fifth street and overtook him at 


‘the corner of Fifth and Shipley streets. The 


man was M. B, Curtis, the defendant there. 
1 took the pipoees off Curtis’ wrist and 
searched him. found only a small bottle of 
liquor in his left overcoat pocket. Curtis 
talked to me on the way to the station. He 
said: ‘If I could only recall the last four 
hours.’ He said also: *My God, if I had 
only been with my wife this would 
not have happened.’ At the station IL left 
him and went out and looked for the pstol. I 
marked the nippers so I would know them 
again, I did not see Curtis throw any pistol 
away, If he did throw it away I ought to have 
seen it, as I was not far behind him. I don’t 
think Curtis ran over the ground where the 
pistol was found. Curtis ran around a bar- 
ricade that was on the sidewalk.”’ 

Officer J. J. Allen testified: “I heard shots 
that night, ran out of the station, and saw two 
inen on the other side of the street. They 
pointed out a man who was running on the 
sidewalk. I followed the man. He stumbled 
on the west side of Fifth street, and 
within four feet of the corner of Ship- 
ley street I caught him. The man was 
Curtis. When I caught him he had his hand 
in his overcoat pocket. I then saw the nippers 
on his right’ wrist. The man was running 
when I caught him, not walking.. I heard him 
say he had paid $25 fora box at the Grand 
Opera-House and that his wife was there wait- 
ing for him. When we were walking back to 
the station we stopped where the body was 
lying and Curtis said that if he had ‘staied 
with his wife this would not have happened. 
When he was running I was within twenty 
feet of him as he turned the corner of Folsom 
and Fifth streets. From the time he was 
pointed out to me at no time did I lose sight 
of him. Curtis was not running like a foot- 
racer, but he was evidently running to get 
away,”’ ; 


WARRANTS FOR LEADING LUMBERMEN. 


Judge Nelson Issues Them from the 
Bench—Indicted as a Trust. 

St. Paurt, Minn., Feb. 9.—[Spgcial. |—The 
best of evidence came to hand today that the 
recent talk of indicting the principal mem- 
bers of the Mississippi River Valiey Lumber- 
men’s Association on the charge of maintain- 
ing trust was not all idle. 

ench warrants were issued by Judge Nel- 
son of the United States court today 
for the apprehension of all. the _ prin- 
cipals in the association. The belief 
was general at the tine of the session of the 
court that this corporation had been indicted, 
but the Federal officials refused to give out 
definite information upon the subject, and 
even now the namesof the men to be ar- 
rested are withheld until District-Attorney 
Hay returns frome St. Louis. Each man ar- 
rested will be permitted to give bail for ap- 
pearance in the sum of $500. 

The arrests will probably be made in 
Minneapolis, but just when is not known at 
present. When the rumors as to the iadict- 
ments of the officers of this association pre- 
vailed a few weeks ago they stoutly main- 
tained that it would be absolutely impussible to 
show they conducted a trust. They courted an 
investigation and professed to feel no alarm 
at their reported indictment. The arrests 
will, of course, be an event which is not un- 
expected by the principals of the association 
and no doubt they have already fixed upon a 
line of action to be pursued in tnis contin- 
gency. 


LOUISIANA LOTTERYITES INDICTED. 


The United States Circuit Court of Massa-

A New Order Sent to Physicians by the 
Health Department. 

The Department of Health has sent to every 
physician in the city a notice calling attention 
to the ordinance requiring d rs to report 
all cases of contagious or infectious diseases. 
It adds; “I would ask you to report all cases 
of typhoid-fever comingunder your care. This 
report is of vital - importance as a matter of 
record, Pretmises will not be pldcarded for 
typhoid-fever.’’ 

A record of all tases of typhoid-fever is now 
being kept by the department and maps of 
the water and sewer service of the city are in 
preparation. Hereafter when a case of ty phoid- 

eVer, is reported it will be easy to 
arrive at an idea of the frobable 
cause of the trouble. A health officer will be 
detailed to inspect the surroundings of the 
place and its sewerage arrangements. If 
these are at fault the matter will be looked 
after by the plumbing inspector or by the 
Scavenger Department. In this manner Dr. 


. Ware expects not only to keep a full record of 


the prevalence of typhoid-fever in Chicago, 
but to arrive at accurate conclusions as to its 
causes,

THE REV, F. M. BRISTOL ON “ ART.” 


He Makes an Address at the Art Institute— 
Summary of His Talk. 

» “The Reciprocity of Art and Religion ” 

was the subject of regular Art Institute course 

lecture delivered by the Rev. F. M. Bristol. 

Starting with the fact that truth may have 
inany forms of expression, as art, religion, 
poetry, and showing the relation between 
these, he developed the idea that,all art sprang 
from religion. 

“ The earliest forms of art,’’ he said, ‘were 
stamped with religion. In Egypt art was 
governed by laws laid down by the priesthood ; 
their tombs and mummy-cases were made 
with the idea of a future existence. Greek 
temples and statues were raised to«the gods 
and goddesses of Grocian religion, and the 
Mohammedan religion governed Saracenic art 
by its very limitations. In renaissance.art the 
purposes of religion were served, and it was 
fostered by religion.”

Three hundred men and women prominent in 
Baptist circles were present, A reception was 
held in the parlors, after which the company 
adjourned to the ladies’ ordinary, where a 
substantial Baptist banquet, with plenty of 
water, was disposed of, 

After the banquet came business, speeches, 
and music, The musical selections were 
given by Gustave Hummel, Master Herve 
Reynolds, Carl Bernhard, and Mrs. Minnie D. 
Methot, Interesting addresses on live church 
topics were made by the Rev. C. L. Kirk, the 
Rey. Conrad Haney, and the Rev. Philip 5. 
Moxom. 

A number of distinguished visitors from 
abroad were present in addition to those al- 
ready mentioned, including the Rev. Dr. 
Cameron of Denver, Colo.; the Rev. Dr. Ken- 
drick, President of Shurtieff College, Upper 
Alton, Ili.; the Rev. Mr. Thoms of Erie, Pa., 
and others, 

Willard A. Smith, the President of the 
union, which is composed entirely of Baptist 
laymen, rapped the meeting to order at 8:30 
o'clock. At his signal the tables were rc- 
moved and the big audience faced the speak- 
ers at the head table. Chairman Smith in- 
troduced all who. took part, and in one 
way or another he always managed to get 


up a laugh at the expense of the persons in- 
troduced. Notwithstanding his sallies they 
all managed to come up smiling, maintain 
their several and individual dignities, and 
make excellent speeches. 


Baptist Missions in Chicago. 


The Rev. C. L. Kirk, Superintendent of the 
Baptist City Missions, spoke first. ‘“ The 
Central Mission ’’ was the subject down on 
the program opposite to his name, but his 
talk covered rather the entire scove of Bap- 
tist mission work in the City of Chicago. e 
said: 

The first appropriation made by. the Social 
Union, for Wisconsin work, two years ago, was 
$10,000. Starting with that amount, we have. es- 
tablished twelve missions and twelve churches. 
We have increased the church membership 396, 
ang these new members are all or nearly all new 
converts, not transfers from other churches. We 
have drawn 2,000 children ingo our Sunday-schools, 
and have acquired’ clinreh Eroperty of 
the present value of -000. ¢ is 
a fact greatly to be deplored 
that there was in the midst of this city, south of 
Division street and east of Morgan street, an 
area of three and one-half by one and one-half 
miles in extent, in which prior to_the establish- 
ment of the Central Mission on Fourth avenue 
near Van Buren street there were 200,000 souls 
with not 4 single Baptist church of an descrip- 
tion for them to attend. In this territory Supt. 
McCiaughry tells us there are 100,000 people who 
have no legitimate occupation. These people 
have murder in their hearts and will 
cut our throats if wae don't look 
l believe we are cowards or we would grapple 
with them and put our missions in the heart of 
the city, whére the saloons are the ruling powers 
now. That is the only way of getting at them. 
Christ went into the heart of the city and 
preached his gospel. Let us do thesame. There 
are more Baptist backsliders in Chicago than 
anywhere else. There are more poor Baptist 
people living in down-town districts whose church 
letters are yellow and sere with age than belong 
to any other denomination. To remedy all this 
we are going to push the work of the Baptist Mis- 
sion on Fourth avenue and Van Buren street, 
where the poor people can hear the. gospel of 
Christ, can receive Christian baptism, and be 
buried by a Christian service. This work is in 
God's hands and he is prospering it. 

What a field for mission work! It is the work 
of the Central Mission, assisted by the union, to 
invade this abode of crime, ignorance, and pov- 
erty, and do all that Baptist work and Baptist 
money Gan do to uplift and administer to these 
worthy subjects of their care. The missions are 
as wert. as important as the churches, though 
they make less ado and spend less money. They 
are the feeders for our churches. It is the work of 
the city missions as much as that of the churches 
which gives us our. power and leayens the popula- 
tion of the world. Twelve thousand dollars have 
been raised by the missions jin two years, of which 
Woodlawn alone bas contributed $4,000. We 
onght to have $25,000 invested in city missions 
every year. 

Then take the suburbs. In Ravenswood and a 
half a dozen other suburban towns the Congrega- 
tionalists and Methodists have surpassed us, and 
in eoern suburbs we have no church buildings 
at all, 

Mr. Kirk’s address was followed by a motion 
which contributed $500 to the Central Mission 
from the funds now in the hands of the Treas- 
urer of the union. 

Rev. Conrad Haney was the next speaker. 


“Giving Stones for Bread.” 


Mr. Haney mercilessly berated the modern 
orthodox churches for giving stones to the 
poor who asked for bread. Said he: 

Christ’s mission was to heal the scars and 
soothe the aches and fill with joy the great every- 
day world. Todo this he placed himself upon a 
common level—in touch with: common humanity. 
The voice that shattered the power of death was 
beautiful with common humanity. The being 
who awed the very heavens and shook the mount- 
ains of Galilee was a common man. From the 
manger until he stood in the temple he was 
an example of common humanity. From 
the mitered priest to the horrible Golgotha this 
Prince of Peace knew humanity; he knew his fel- 
low man and lifted him to God on high. From 
the very time of Christ to the present time 
Christ's divine idea has been sinking into obliv- 
ion. Popes have even scorned to permit Kings 
and Princes to crouch at their feet. In present 
days| even we preachers read beautifully- 
written little essays to move hearts 
thaw can be touched by nothing less than 
fire. The only way to move this great 
world is to get its love and devotion. To do this 
you must live shoulder to shoulder with the peo- 
ple. Not the ordination of a Bishop—nothing but 
the fellowship and love with the'masses can bring 
this people to God, 

Do we preach as‘plainly ag the master taught? 
His gospel was a simple response to the needs of 
the human soul. His —— have piled upa 
contradictory heap of ogmas that resem- 
ble God’s teaching as much as stage thun- 
der resembles the artillery of heaven. [Applause. ] 
This is why the common people heard Christ 
giadly, but are not particularly anxious to hear 
his ministers 9° The common people have no 
time for theory. To ask these poor people, whose 
lives are long, dreary chapters of weary struggle, 
to leave their homes and come to hear a smooth- 
faced boy sandwich a theological essay between 
the chapters of a concert is akin far too much. 
{Laughter and applause. his is not what they 
want, When this jis all that they get in the 
churches what wonder that they go to the 
theaters, dance-halls, anarchistic meetings, beer 
gardens,and anywheré else that they can get a 
surcease from their daily cares? 

In introducing the guest of the evening, the 
Rev. Philip S. Moxom of Boston, President 
Smith said that Boston had taken from Chi- 
eago in earlier days one who was educated in 
the Western schools, trained physically in the 
Western — and wha had done yeoman 
service in the Baptist circles of Boston, 


Mr. Moxom’s Address, 
Mr. Moxom said: 


While itis true that to offer people in certain 
conditions “speculation” is to give a stone in 
place of bread, yet it is also trie that when man 
ceases to speculate he ceases to be worth saving. 
The thinker penetrates, with his telescope, the 
farthest heavens and sends his plummet tothe low- 
est depths.in search of the truth, and truth must 
work its way, through articulate utterances, into 
the hearts of the masses. And I venture the as- 


sertion that you will findthe knottiest questions | 


in theology most discussed not among the wealthy 
but in that stratum of humanity where men are 
face to face with the grimmest sortof experi- 
ences. 

I remember with pleasure my former connection 
with the Baptist Social Union of Chicago, and at 
the last meeting which I attended 1 spoke on 
* The Social Function of the Church.” Tonight 
I will consider the question of the * Relation of 
Christianity to Human Sotiety,” and nowhere 
can this subject be more appropriately considered 
than in this great and growing City of Chicago, 
The tendency of the population to drift from the 
country to the city is inevitable, and this tendency 
is potent for good as well as for evil.

THREE HARD SMOKERS | 


THE LEITER STACK AND ITS IMME- 
DIATE NEIGHBORS, 


How the Former Helps to Make Chicago 
Gloomy and Dirty, Assisted by Two Oth- 
ers in the Vicinity—Work Being Done by 
the Society for the Prevention of Snioke 
—~Tests of Consumers—Some of the Things 
Necessary for Their Successful Applica- 
tion—Preparing to Answer Arguments. 


To the east of the big Leiter Building on 
State street there rises almost clear from the 
ground a gigantic smoke-stack, It issues 
from a boiler plant, also belonging to Mr. 
Leiter, which covers a lot fronting on Wa- 
bash avenue and running through to the alley 
east of the Leiter Building. This stack at 
times belches forth a column of smoke which 
while not among the blackest corresponds in 
size to the giant of a smoke-stack. 

This giant has a family of little ones around 
him which emulate his smoking. One of them 
rises from the rear of the building No. 307 to 
309 Wabash avenue, the other from an adjoin- 
ing building that fronts.on Congress street, 
the greater part of which is occupied by 
George F. Kimball, dealer in glass. The three 
form an instructive group.

of Smoke. : The engineers and inspectors ate 
conducting tests of various smoke-consuming 
devices. The officers of the society are not 
yet prepared to admit the fact, but the con- 
viction is growing that, in order to prevent 
sinoke, favorable conditions for the furnace, 
the proper ratio between the amount of steam 
required and the boiler capacity, as weil as 
careful tiring are important but not sufficient 
by themselves. It is interesting to note in 
one of the letters written by Consulting Engi- 
neer White to a business-man who asked as to 
how to do away with smoke, that he mentions 
the above conditions as requirements precedent 
to tne~ application of a good smoke-consum- 
ing device. This is an admission that will 
serve to clear up the question considerably. 
It will bring it down to the necessity of 
smoke-burning devices, against which many 


practical engineers and business-men con- . 


tinue to raise objections. Itis well to have 
his*point settled so early in the moveinent. 

The cfticers of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke are continuing tests of smoke 
burners. The tests are made in a thorough 
manner. Two men are engaged on each case. 
One is posted on the roof near the chimney 
ana carefully notes the time and volume of 
the smoke that may arise. Another’man is in 
the engine-room watching the operations of 
the fireman and engineer with the double pur- 
pose of preventing any abnormal conditions 
and taking nvute of the time of firing, amount 
of coal consumed, steam pressure, and 
all other necessary data. Statistics 
are thus gathered in relation to 
many smoke-cousuming devices. When ad- 
vice is asked the society will be able on most 
occasions to point to a similar case where a 
device isin successful operation, and thus 
ineet the charge so commonly made that 
while the theory of smoke prevention may be 
correct it is impossible in practice. This is 
the stock.argument of all who fight smoke 
abatement. They cannot be argued out of 
their position. Facts alone can convince 
them, and facts are now being compiled. If 
the obstinate ones still refuse to abate their 
smoke after being brought face. to face with 
these facts then the city authorities- will have 
to step in and see what they can do to compel 
them to obey the city ordinances, 


TO CLEAR JACKSON BOULEVARD. 


The Board of West Park Commissioners 
Authorizes Fjectment Proceedings. 

At the meeting of the Board of West Park 
Commissioners yesterday the Judiciary com- 
mittee reported that it had conferred with 
Attorney Hamilton upon the question of 
changes in the building line on the boulevards, 
and that his opinion was that the Commis- 
sioners had no authority to change building 
lines without the consent of the property- 
owners. But the matter of clearing away the

The Finance committee was empow- 
ered to appoint asolicitor to ask the property 
owners on Washington boulevard for their 
consent to the laying of a new pavement from 
Halsted to Rockwell streets.

to nothing more than glittering devices to 


eatch the vote of a State and have it thrown 
up into the air to tickle their vanity or to be 


used for some personal advantage in the dis- 
tant hereafter. Such candidacies as these, in- 
augurated merely for show and compliment, 
will involve a waste of time and a sacrifice of 
the dignity of the State if they are embel- 
lished with the usual fripperies that delight 
the eyes of so-called “‘favorite sons.”’ 

It is useless to resist the logic of the polit- 
ical situation. Mr. Biaine’s withdrawal has 
simplified 1t and left but one conclusion. 
That conclusion already is generally accepted. 
Even the John Sherman State of Ohio and 
the Blaine State of Pennsylvania have recog- 
nized that there is but one candidate who can 
receive the nomination at Minneapolis and 
who should receive it because he is entitled to 
it and has earned it. Had Mr. Blaine been 
the candidate he would have been elected 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. 

If the Republican party cannot win with 
Harrison it cannot win with any one. He is 


stronger, more popular, and more respected ~ 


than he was in 1888. He has grown in the 
estimation of the people. He has made a 
good record. His adrhinistration has com- 
manded*the respect even of his political ene- 
mies. For these reasons Tas Trispune feels 
free to express its conviction not only that he 
will be nominated but that he is stronger than 
any other candidate. 


“ OPTION TRADING.” 

The point is made by an exchange that the 
present cereal year is not a good déne from 
which to cite proof that short selling in the 
speculative markets injures the farmer. The 
facilities for selling far in advance of delivery 
enabled his class to sell many millions,of 
bushels of wheat at much higher prices than 
cvuld have been realized by waiting till the 
grain was sent forward from the farm. The 
wheat was wanted abroad, but there was so 
much of it here as to have caused a blockade 
of selling but for the speculative movement; 
and it is now evident that much of the grain 
was bought at higher prices than those ob- 
tained by the men who took the weight off the 
hands of the producers, 

The claim is a plausible one, and difficult to 
disprove, Probably it is correcf. It may be 
said that but for the speculative markets the 
foreigners would have gone directly to the 
farmers or the interior buyers who take the 
grain from them. Perhaps so, but it should 
not be forgotten that the most urgent buying 
on the part of the men who wanted to sell in 
the direct line of foreign consumption was 
not in grain but in flour. Their orders were 
sent to the millers in this country, who are 
interested in buying their. raw material as 
cheaply as possible, and would have done their 
best to depress prices in the absence of the 
movement of wheat abroad, the latter being 
largely speculative. Very little of that grain 
was bought by exporters: who held orders from 
millers in the old country. It was bought to 
sell tu other speculators, either at home or 
abroad, and the men who actually handied the 
stuff would hardly have dared to do so had 
they been unable to cover the risk by selling 
at least equal quantities on the speculative 
market at Chicago, so that if loss were in- 
curred by a severe decline while the property 
was in transit that would be neutralized by 
the profit on the short sale. But the people 
who purchased that “‘ speculative wheat” be- 
long to the class which is alleged to buy with- 
out intent to receive or sell without any iaea 
of delivering. If their action had been pro- 
hibited by law, or prevented by the imposi- 
tion of a heavy tax, the wheat would have been 
left to move only on direct orders from mil- 
lers, who, as a class, are even more deeply in- 
terested than are the speculators im buying the 
property at the lowest possible figures, 

Of course the country can get along without 
the short selling and its subsequent buying, 
both of which it is sought to suppress in the 
supposed interest of the farming community. 
There was very little of that kind of trading 
before the war. The surplus grain of the 
farmer was sold on its merits, when he could 
find a purchaser, and as a rule it left his 
hands at very low prices, those of the fall 
when the farmer sold being not infrequently 
little more than half of the figures at which 
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own risk through the winter was a great deal 
more than what is now taken by the specu- 
laters. Other conditions have changed in 
the meantime, so that 1} may not be umpossi- 


ble the big differences of former dass could 
be avoided if the speculative markets were 
abolished. This, however, is by no means 
certain, and if the latter be done away with 
in response to the pressure now brought to 
bear by the Alliance its members must be 
prepared to accept the consequences, what- 
ever they may be. They have as much right 
to dispense with the speculator in .the cities 
as with the merchants in the rural districts, 
but it is open to question if they have a con- 
stitutional right to bar a man from speculat- 
ing in a free country with his own money. 
It is probable that this would be raised as a 
constitutional point in case the Hatch bill 
become a law and the result be at least a par- 
tial settling of the question as to how far one 
man or class in the community can go in in- 
terfering with the businesg of another.

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SENATOR VEST ON THE POLICY OF THE 
DEMOCRATS. 

At the banquet of the Greystone club, a 
Democratic organization, held at Denver yes- 
terday, a letter was read from Senator Vest 
of Missouri. He had been asked, if unable to 
attend, to give his views regarding the polit- 
ical situation, and he did so with great frank- 
ness. His letter, which will be found in an- 
other column, is worth perusal. 

Senator Vest is strongly in favor of the free 
coinage of silver. So is every member of ‘the 
Greystone club, as are most of the other resi- 
dents of the silver State of Colorado. Yet the 
Senator says emphatically that the free coin- 
age question must not be thrust into the next 
canvass. Congress must not pass a free:coin- 
age bill and give the President an oppor- 
tunity to veto it. Theintrusion of the silver 
question would defeat the Democrats, he says, 
no matter whom they nominated, for it would 
lose them New York, New Jersey, and Con- 
necticut, and deprive then of the hope of 
gaining any Northeastern States, or carry ing 
Wisconsin, while the silver-producing States 
would remain Republican. 

Hence he wishes “tariff reform’’ to be the 
sole issue. On that he thinks the Democrats 
are *‘ practically united.’””’ He is opposed to 
Senator Hill’s plan of demanding the repeal 
of the McKinley tariff and the reénactment 
of the act of 1883, but believes that a general 
bill for tariff reduction should be passed by 
tne House, and also a number of small bills, 
attacking what may be*deemed the worst 
features of the present law. He wishes to 
consolidate the Miils and Springer plans. 
Were this done, and a good nomination 
made, he thinks the chances are overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of Democratie success, 

Senator Vest is even more frank in speak- 
ing of men than of measures. Personally he 
wants Cleveland, and thinkshe ought to be 
nominated. Up to last November he be- 
lieved that he could be. But he has become 
convinced that it is the determination of the 
Tammany leaders to defeat him at aill 
hazards. The result of the Speakership con- 
test and the defeat of Mr. Mills satisfied him 
on that point, 

He is grateful to Senator Hill for his 
“splendid services’? in securing the New 
York Legislature, but he does not like his 
tariff policy, or his ambiguous silver attitude. 
While he will have the solid New York dele- 
gation, Senator Vest believes that nothing 
could be more disastrous than his nomination 
over Cleveland, followed by a/bitter factional 
fight in New York and discontent throughout 
the country. He is satisfied that the Elector- 
al vote of that State is necessary to Demo- 
cratic success. 

Senator Vest’s personal relations with Sen- 
ator Gorman are, he says, very pleasant, 
“but he does not represent the great cause of 
tariff reform.’’ That disposes of the gentle- 
man from Maryland. 

Having disposed of these three men, Sena- 
tor Vest trots out his list of availables. He 
puts at the head—if a man is to be taken 
from New York—Gov. Flower, believing that 
he has the confidence of both factions, But 
if the controlling element in New York will 
take no man save Hill, then Senator Vest be 
lieves his party should “‘ go West.’’ In that 
event he says bis personal preference would 
be Col. Morrison, but that Palmer, Carlisle, 
or Boies would command the full Democratic 
vote. With Flower, however, he thinks “ as- 
surance would be doubly sure.” 

Senator Vest’s statement of the perplexi- 
ties into which the Democrats are plunged by 
this faction fight in New York is not an ex- 
aggerated one, and this trouble is causing an 
increasing number of the leaders to turn their 
eyes tothe West. Mr, Mills led off some 
weeks ayo, and Mr. Watterson is begin ning to 
see that it may be necessary to pursue that 
course. The two Chicago Democratice papers 
are in favor of throwing both the New-York- 
ers overboard and taking a Western man. So 
it is quite possible that for the first time since 
1860, when the divided Democracy ran’: both 
Douglas and Breckinridge, that party will 
seek its candidate west of the Alleg hanies. 


SENATOR HILL KEEPS ONSAWING WOOD. 

The New York World makes another fran- 
tic italic appeal to Senator Hill not to send a 
machine-made delegation to the National con 
vention, and thus invite a contest there. It 
tells him that he is sacrificing his future, en- 
dangering his party, and committing a 
blunder against himself which may become a 
erime against the Democracy. It admits that 
his ambition to be President is laudable, but 
warns him against the use of the means by 
which he is trying to reach the goal. The 
Senator pays no attention to these entreaties, 
and county after county elects Hill delegates 
to the convention which will meet the 22d of 
this month, and which will send, according to 


present appearances, a solid Hill delegation - 


to Chicago, whose seventy-two votes for him 
will be cheered by the bands of Tammany 
workers seated in the galleries. . 

The anti-Hill Democrats are protesting, and 
intend to hold a mass-meeting in) New York 
_City this week to denounce his course. After 
they have met and after the rest of the State 
has been heard from it may be posséble to 
form some idea of the strength of the pro- 
testers. There have been occasions in the 
past when a more honest and independent 
fraction of the New York Democrats has re- 
volted against the domination of its party by 
slavery. It may be that there are enough de- 
cent Democrats in the State now to rebel 
against the leadership of Mr. Hill, and even 
to send contesting delegates to the National 
convention. It is not impossible that the 
men who object to his methods may make 
such a show of strength as to convince the 
convention that if it were to nominate Senator 
Hill he would be unable tocarry his own 
State, and hence would have no chance of be- 
ing elected. ‘ 

There does not seem, however, to be much 
force as yet to the movement against Senator 
Hill. A few newspapers are attacking him 
and so are some eminently respectable Demo- 
crats. But their number is small. The over- 
whelming majority of the members of his 
party seem to take pride in him because he 
secured the Legislature of the State, thus en- 
abling the Democrats to gerrymander it. He 
got the Legislature by methods which will 
not bear investigation, but that does not 
lessen the gratitude of his party, ‘whieh is in- 
different as to the means used to reach its 
great end—the spoils. As yet the soreness 
seems to be confined chiefly to the mug- 
wum ps, hey feel bitterly and with cause. 
They went over to the Democracy because it 
promised them free trade. They see the con- 
trol of the State of New York handed over to

GOV. BOLIES’ DEFINITION OF “ TARIFF FOR 
REVENUE ONLY.” 

As Gov. Boies is one of the remote possi- 
bilities of the Democrats if they decide to 
come out West for a Presidential candidate, 
his definition of a “tariff for revenue only ”’ 
in his speech.at Denver last night at the 
Greystone club banquet has more interest 
than it would have if there were no chance of 
lightning striking him. | 

The Governor says that he is for a “‘ tariff 
for revenue only,”’ and believes that his pasty 
should make that the great issue in the con- 
test this fall. But he says that it does not fol- 
low that the manufacturers will receive no 
benefit from such a tariff. ‘“‘ Theorize as we 
** may, it would be impossible ‘to so levy it on 
** articles ot any kind»manufactured and con- 
‘sumed by our people as not to give them 
“some protection.” That is indisputable. A 
duty on an imported article the like of which 
is made in this country gives protection to the 
man'ifacturer of the latter—much if the duty 
is high, less if it is low. Mr. Cleveland per- 
ceived that, and argued that a sum equal to 
the duty was added by the home manufacturer 
to the selling price of his product. | Mr. Cleve- 
land called that robbery. 

Gov. Boies’ idea of a “tariff for revenue 
only ”’ is one which lets in all raw materials 
free and which levies on manufactured goods 


s duties sufficient to meet the revenue requite- 


ments of the government. Such a _ tariff 
would be extremely popular in New England, 
but it would not be one “‘for revenue only,” 
as Gov. Boies admits. Hence he should not 
use the phrase. During the Ohio campaign 
Mr. Mills gave his definition of a “tariff for 
revenue only.” It was one which let in free 
all competitive articles, whether raw or manu- 
factured, and which levied duties on non-com 
petitive ones alone, such as tea, coffee, and 
sugar. Such a tariff would produce revenue, 
but would not give a shadow of protection to 
a solitary manufacturer. It would be a re- 
production of the English tariff, which is for 
revenue only. Gov. Boies wants) one which 
shall be for “revenue with incidental pro- 
tection,”’ as in the days of Polk and Dallas. 
He does not say that he is in favor of making 
tea, coffee, and sugar dutiable, but he contem- 
plates plainty the imposition of duties on 
manufactured goods. 

Therefore he is using the wrong words to 
describe his idea of a tariff. He is not for one 
“*for revenue only,’”? but for one which will 
give some protection to home manufacturers, 
and to them alone. He is not in favor of at- 
tempting to protect the American producers 
of raw materials, such as iron|ore, copper, 
hemp, or barley, but is willing to do some- 
thing—how much he does not gay—for the 
manufacturers. Andon this platform of no 
protection for the producers of raw materials 
and some protection for the producers of 
manufactured ones Gov. Boies thinks the Dem- 
ocrats should make their fight this fall. It 
would be better for him, however, to state his 
tariff plank correctly and not envelop it in a 
cloak of words which mean something else. 
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THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 

Lord Salisbury’s legislative program for 
the last session of the present British Parlia- 
ment is comprehensive, ambitious, and in- 
tended to be shrewd. Its main idea seems to 
be, in the language of the English Premier’s 
one-time chief, *“‘to dish the Liberais.”’ Sev- 
eral articles of the Gladstonian program are 
appropriated bodily. The proposal to relieve 
the English elementary schools ‘‘from the 
pressure of local rates’? must mean nothing 
less than English elementary free schools. 
This article is also to be incorporated in the 
Irish program to relieve the parents from the 
rather onerous burden of tuition fees. Other 
much-needed improvements in the Irish ele- 
mentary education systenr are also promised. 
But as details are lacking it is not possible to 
pronounce on the merits of this part of the 
Balfour-Salisbury scheme. 

Ireland, which continues after many years 
of legislative tinkering to occupy the first 
place in the Ministerial program, is to have 
elective county councils—established “ on 
the general principles affecting local govern- 
ment already adopted in Engiand.” If this 
means that the members of the council are to 
be elected on the basis of the present parlia- 
mentary suffrage in Ireland, it foreshadows a 
revolution in that country more radical in its 
character than even parliamentary home 
rule. If it means anything less it will lead 
to the disappointment of the Iirish—and it 
may be to the defeat of the Ministry, as the 
Liberal Unionists will not agree to half 
measures, 

The other articles of the program embrace 
bills for erecting cottages and to make allot- 
inents for English agricultural laborers by 
means of State loans, for establishing elective 
district councils in the English counties, and 
for reforming some of the evils of foreign 
official rule in India. It is probably not 
hoped nor intended by Lord Salisbury to 
give effect to the entire program’ embodied in 
the “*Queen’s speech,” so calied. The 
** speech ”’ is doubtless intended as the dis- 
solution-and-general election platform of the 
Tories, Itis an adroit one. But there is a notice- 
able omission. “There is no reference to Mr. 
Chamberlain’s “old-age pensions”’ pro- 
posals. Mr. Chamberlain will not be pleased 
with that. 
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THE HYDE PARK GROGGERYITES’ SCHEME 

There is little‘danger that the agents of the 
groggéries will be able to disturb the ordi- 
nance establishing the Hyde Park prohibition 
district, now a part of the Chicago municipal 
code. Thanks tothe care with which the An- 


nexation law was drafted, the ordinances reg- 
ulating the liquor traffic in districts annexed | 


to Chicago continue in force after elec- 
tion until otherwise ordered by the people of 
the district. The validity of this law has been 
established by the Supreme Court. I¢ pro- 
vides, as has been said, for the repeal or modi- 
fication of the prohibitory ordinance if the 
people so desire. The first step must affect 
the district as a whole—a fact which the agents 
of the groggeries readily recognize, for the pe- 
tition which they have been circulating is for 
the overthrow of prohibition in the entire 
Hyde Park district. This is nod easy matter. 
There are not 25 per cent of the voters now 
living in the district who: desire that saloons 
shall be established within it. They have had 
experience with the advantages arising from 
the exclusion of saloons. No thirsty soul in 
the district has suffered through such exclu- 
sion, as saloons outside of the district are easy 
éfaccess. No Hyde-Parker has to go half a 
mile for his stimulant. The petition for sub- 
mitting the question of the repeal of the ordi- 
nance is not likely, under the circumstances, 
to obtain the signatures of one-fourth of the 
voters, as required by law. There is not the 
remotest chance that half of the voters in the 
district would vote for the repeal of prohibi- 
tion if the ordinance should be submitted to a 
vote by the City Council. | 

The agents of the groggeries base their 
hopes mainly on the belief that they can in- 
duce a number of temporary residents of the 
district, now employed on the World’s Fair 
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buildings, to sign their petitions and to vote 
with them if the question is submitted. But 
it so happens that there are not many of those 
temporary residents who are voters. The 
signature of a non-voter does not count. 
Every petition will be subjected to the closest 
scrutiny. The people of the district who are 
not all prohibitionists by any means have had 
timely warning through THe Trisune of the 
schemes of the groggeryites. They know how 
to defend their rights. The law is entirely in 
their favor. They are aroused now, and the 
grogyeryites will hardly persevere in their 
scheme. But it is, well to*be vigilant. 
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Tax gentlemen who are engaged in the ef- 
fort to find out the merits and demerits of 
“option trading’’ in produce are reported to 
be looking at the market for pork in this city. 
They may find it is a valuable “ pointer.’’ The 
stocks comprise about 320,000 barrels, divided 
into two nearly equal portions in regard to 
quantity, but widely unequal in selling value, 
The “new” pork, being that which was 
packed since the close of last September, was 
salable Monday at $11.85 per barrel. The 
“old,” being that packea last winter, was 
quoted Monday at $8.55. Many people m the 
trade are of the opinion’that for eating pur- 
poses the old pork is just as good as the new. 
In fact, they can remember the time when at 
this date in the year the old commanded a 
premium over the new. Why, then, the pres- 
ent wide difference in prices? The reason 
may be alleged to consist in the circumstance 
that with the close of last year old pork ceased 
to be ‘‘regular’’ for delivery on contracts for 
‘mess pork.” The new can be so delivered 
while the old cannot. As itis hard to fancy 
any other reason for the severe discrimination 
against the old stuff it should seem that dif- 
ference forms a. pretty strong argument 
against the theory that trading in futures uni- 
formly depresses prices. True, the old pork 
cannot be depended on to keep sweet during 
the hot weather of next summer, but there is 
plenty of time to consume it before the mer- 
cury rises to 80 in the shade in this vicinity. 
It is also probable that but for the existence 
of aspeculative market there would not now 
be so much barreled pork on hand. But in 
that case the meat would have deen for sale 
in some other shapes, and it is fair to presume 
that if the speculative market were now abol- 
ished the price of new pork would not be ma- 
terially different from the old. It is also rea- 
sonable to expect that the difference would 
vanish in consequence of a decline in the new 
instead of an advance on the old product. 
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ConaressMAN Harter of Ohio is quoted “as

Harter’s “head is level’’ on the 
silver question. It is a pity he is not equally 
sound on other issues.

Opening Scenes—Success of the Earl of Dud- 
ley with His Maiden Speech.

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—The opening of Pariia- 
ment today brought together a considerable 
assemblage of people both in-doors and out. 
People stood outside the palace yard watch- 
ing the arrival of members of Parliament, 
but as there is also a special force of police at 
this spot keeping everything clear no incon- 
venience was occasioned. 

The Board of Commons was very crowded, 
And especially on the Gladstonian side. This 
was caused by the desire of the Radicals to 
give the new members for Rossendale and 
South Molten a hearty greeting, and the 
somewhat insignificant-looking gentleman 
who wrested Lord Hartington’s seat from the 
Unionist party was received with a volley 
which seemed to make his hair stand on end— 
unless, perhaps, it is always in that position. 

But yesterday afternoon the center of in- 
terest was the House of Lords, for everybody 
was curious to know how the young’Ear! of 
Dudley would acquit himself of the ticklish 
task of proposmg the address’ in 
answer to the Queen’s speech. The 
chamber was very crowded on the govern- 
ment side, but not on the other side. The 
galleries were filled with}Peeresses, all in deep 
mourning. Among them, you may be 
sure, were Lady Dudley and her'son’s wife. 
If a man’s wife or mother is present when 
he 1s to make a speech she is bound to have a 
worse time than the man himself. But there 
was no necessity for alarm. Lord Dudley is 
a manly-looking fellow. He spoke well, 
and in a loud and clear voice, not 
down in his boots, as the House of Lords 
manner .is, Everybody could hear him dis- 
tinctly, and taken altegether I should say that 
I have never heard a better maiden speech. 
What he had to say was put in terse and vigor- 
ous English and committed to memory, no 
doubt, but it came out in a natural and flow- 
ing manner. Once, however, the speaker 
stopped, hesitated, and was silent while you 
might have counted ten. 

**'To his mother, I dare say, that seemed an 
hour. We spectators who felt no special! in- 
terest in the matter were rather afraid he had 
brcken down, but there was a slight ripple of 
a cheer’ and the youngster took courage, the 
missing link came back to him, and he went 
on gallantly tothe end. Decidedly the noble 
Lord has a career before him. He sat down 
amid quite a burst of cheers for the starchy 


- and cold-blooded assembly in which he spoke.

men who has recently succeeded his father, 
Lord Lemington. He also did well. I skip

The Prime Minister followed, &and it pays 
never to miss anything he says. His manner 
is rather ponderous, his voice somewhat hard 
and unsympathetic, and occasionally he shows 
a tendency to sit on the table. This last, 
however, he manages to keep in check. 

Lord Salisbury’s matter is always weighty. 
This afternoon he spoke at first with unusual 
slowness and deliberation in reference to the 
late Duke of Clarence. » By and by he warmed 
up and made things lively for Lord Kim ber- 
ley. He explained whythe governmént had 
not yet settled the Newfoundland 
difficulty—because unpatriotic opposition 
prevented it—but still he hoped to 
suceeed. Then the agricultural laborer ap- 
peared upon the scene and was patted on the 
head and told to behave himself properly and 
he should have some more small holdings, 
and so the Prime Minister finished, evidently 
greatly to his own relief. The new Duke of

SPIRIT OF LAWLESSNESS GROW- 
ING CONSTANTLY. — 


Bomb Exploded in the Heart of the City 
of Barcelona, Killing One Man and In- 
juring Three—Fear That the Execution 
of the Four Anarchists Today May Cause 
More Trouble—Any Attempt at Rescue 
Will Be Met by the Military Promptly— 
Walsall Anarchists, 

Mapnrip, Feb. 9.—The authorities at Xeres, 
where tomorrow will be publicly garroted 
four of the Anarchists who led the attack in 
that city the night of Jan. 8 lasts are taking 
precautions against any outbreak -by the 
lawless element. It is thought that 
perhaps the Anarchists, who are numerous in 
Xeres and in the surrounding country, may 
make an attempt to free their condemned fel- 
lows, and conseguently the guards at the 
prison have been greatly reinforced. No 
disturbance of any kind has as yet 
occurred and the city today is tranquil. Any 
attempt to rescue the prisoners who are yet 
untried or the men condemned ‘to death will 
be suppressed by the military with extreme 
measures. The executions will take place in 
the plaza directly in front of the prison where 
the doomed men are confined. 

Three Anarchists have been arrested. at 
Barcelona, The troops there are kept in their 
barracks in readiness for any emergency. 
Several workmen’s unions have sent a 
petition to the Queen Regent to Yasir 
the condemned Xeres Anarchists. ,A deputa- 
tion of workmen waited upon Premier Cano- 
vas de) Castillo with the same mission, but 
the Premier declined to receive them. ‘T'wo 
of the condemned men have contessed toa 
priest and expressed remorse for their 
deeds. The other two refuse ~- the 
priest’s ministrations. One Yeasts that 
he isan atheist. Tonight all ate a hearty 
supper. The Bishop of Cadez was today grant- 
ed audience by Queen Regent Christina and 
petitioned fora reprieve for the condemned 
Anarchists. The Queen Regent thereupon 
conferred upon the matter with the Cabinet 
Ministers, who declined to advise leniency. 

In a conflicé between the police and An- 
archists at Barcelona today a woman was 
wounded by arev.lver shot. The Anarchist 
ferment is growing. Many wealthy families 
have left Xeres. A bomb was exploded by 
Anarchists in the heart of the city of Bar- 
celona today, one man being killed and three 
injured. 


CASE OF THE WALSALL ANARCHISTS. 


They Claim the Charge Against Them Was 
Trumped Up by a lrolice Stoolpigeon, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—It\transpires that Inspec- 
tor Melville of Scotland Yard, who has had in 
charge the working up of the evidence in the 
cases against the Walsall Anarchists, has for 
a fellow-lodger an aged Anarchist named 
Coulon, who is suspected of being a stool- 
pigeon for the police. It is a notorious fact 
that Coulon has done no work for years, yet 
he lives well and always has plenty of money. 
The Walsall prisoners suspect Coulon of be- 
ing at the bottom of their troubles, and dur- 
ing the hearing in court today their counsel 
tried to bring out something about Coulon 
and his connection with the ease, but the pre- 
siding magistrate ruled out all questions 
bearing on this point and instructed Inspector 
Melville that he was not obliged, as a witness, 
to make known anything that might by its 
publication tend to defeat the ends of justice. 
Any other ruling, he said, would be against 
public policy. The Anarchists claim that 
these proceedings prove the correctness of 
their belief that Coulon is an “‘agent provo- 
cateur,’’ and that Coulon arranged the cir- 
cumstances which caused them to be sus- 
pected by the police, Should they succeed in 
this effort Coulon’s occupation as a police spy 
will be gone, as it will be evident that he was 
as false to his employers at Scotland Yard as 
he was to his supposed anarchistic cronies in 
the suburbs, 

Peaches and Pineapples from South Africa 

A second cargo of fruit from South Africa 
arrived today and it is stated that everything 
it comprises is,in excellent condition. The 
first cargo, Which arrived last. Thursday, 
brought fancy prices, peaches selling as high 
as 44 for three dozen, or $6.50 adozen, It is 
believed that equally good figures will be ob- 
tained for the presentconsignment. The cargo 
includes not only peaches but grapes, toma- 
toes, cucumbers, and pineapples, ail of which 
Are luxuries in London at this time of year. 
The trade which seems to have thus been so’ 
auspiciously inaugurated between Cape Col- 
ony and the mother country is being watched 
with great interest by the colonies nearer 
home, and it is believed that an immense and 
profitable field of enterprise has been cpened 
to all the southern fruit-producing countries. 
It is certain that London can absorb almost 
any quantity of fruit at this season, and there 
seems no likelihood of the new business being 
overdone. 

Rich and Poor Alike Do Spurgeon Honor. 

The body of the Rev. Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon is lying in state at the Metropolitan 
Tabernacle today. The scene inside the 
church is very impressive. The lamps around 
the lower gallery are all alight; the pulpit and 
the platform are draped with black, and the 
coffin is on a bier in front, surreunded by 
great palm branches brought from the R- 
viera, which are placed in upright positions 
surrounding many beautiful floral emblems. 

Crowds of people began to pour in as early 

as 7 o'clock in the morning. In the first hour 
2,500 people viewed the coffin. As noon ap- 
proached the pubiic was entering at the rate 
of 4,000 an hour. lt was a motley crowd, re- 
sembling in this respect the deceased’s con- 
gregation. 
. Among the earliest arrivals were working- 
men with their bags of tools; later on came 
scavengers, mingling with prosperous trades- 
menand a large number of women, who 
broke into loud sobs as they passed the cof- 
fin.

Attack on Our Immigration Commissioners, 

The Globe says today: ) 

The report of the American Immigration Com- 
mission 1s a startling document. It will be news 
to Englishmen to learn that for the last eleven 
years there has been a widespread organized 
movement known, encouraged, and patronized by 
Great Britain for the sending of convicts and ex- 
convicts to the United States, 

Upon what basis of fact or rumor such a state- 
ment is based we do not pretend to guess, ‘but its 
object is sufficiently apparent. The Commission- 
ers have made up their minds to reccommend 
stringent legislation for the purpose of keeping 
European criminals and paupers out, and have 
rightly guessed t their proposal will be re- 
ceived more graciously if they can make it appear 
that we Britishers are the worst offenders. 

A law is to be enacted that-.any foreigner who 
may become a pauper or a criminal is liable to be 
peremptorily returned to his own country, and 
some other precautions are suggested of which 
neither we nor any other European nation can 
legitimately complain. 

The Americans have the right to determine 
whom they will allow to settle in their republic, 
but this exclusive policy concerns us closely, for 
if European poverty and rascaldom are to be inex- 
orably shut out from the United States we may 
anticipate that a double or treble portion will be 
cast on English shores. The quéstion of restric- 
tion upon emigration will, therefore, be forced 
upon our consideration earlier than we expected. 

he Standard says it is doubtful whether a 
more untruthful statement was ever made in 
an official report. The report, the Standard 
adds, is another instance of the absolute in- 
ability of many citizens of the United States 
to exercise in affairs connected with Great 
Britain either impartiality or common sense. 
The tem ptation of the Commissioners to sat- 
isfy the clap-trap section of their countrymen 
was too great to be resisted. 

The St. James’ Gazette, commenting on the 
report of the Commissioners, denounces it as 
wholly untrue so far as the charges against 
Great Britain are concerned.

BEAT A FELLOW SAILOR FROM 
OFF A LIFEBOAT. 


Fifteen of the Embiricos’ Crew Seize the 
Lifeboat Holding Fifty, and Teave 
Their Captain and Other Sailors to Per- 
ish—Tales of Still More Ugly Acts Hint- 
ed At—Collision of Two Ships in the 
Suez Canal~More Hopeful Reports from 
Russia, 


Lonpon, Feb. 9.—Sensational rumors are 
current to the effect that the Greek steamer 
Embiricos, which was recently wrecked off 
the Scilly Islands, foundered during a mutiny 
of the crew, in which the Captain and some 
of the officers were murdered, and also that 
the remaining officers were murdered in a 
fight with knives to secure one of the boats 
after the accident. The statements of the 
survivors are conflicting, but it is evi- 
dent that the Greeks, forinmg a ma- 
jority of the saved, used violence to prevent 
the access of the others to the boat. Three 
Maltese sailors agree in stating that a’ man 
was beaten off from the boat with an iron bar 
and was drowned. Another man states that 
the life-boat which reseued the Greeks was 
about to return to the doomed vessel! for the 
others, but the Greeks refused to allow it to 
proceed and the English Captain and officers 
were left to their fate. Should the condition 
of the bodies on recovery prove that violence 
was used the Greeks will be held for tr. il. 

A Maltese named Balsan, who was on the 
Em biricos, says that that steamer was moving 
at half speed in a heavy fog when, early in the 
morning, he was awakened by a violent shock. 
He found the vessel had struck a reef of rocks 
near the island. A rock appeared to have 
tprn the bottom of the vessel before the fore- 
mast. Her bow was slightly elevated. Water 
was rushing in and ooding the stern 
and the Embiricos was settling down. 

“The Captain was on the bridge try 
to direct operations. There was a geéneral. 
scramble for the boats, Balsan and two com- 
panions entered thedifeboat despite the efforts 
of Greeks to exclude them. Balsan admits 
that there was a call for knives, but only to 
be used to cut the boat away. When they left 
in the lifeboat the Captain and officers’ were 
trymg to launch the other boat. There 
was room for fifty men in the life 
boat, but it only contained fifteen. When 
they had pulled a little distance those left on 
the vessel were heard shrieking and imploring 
to be saved. The Maltese started to “ back- 
water,’’ but the Greeks overpowered them and 
threatened to kill them unless they obeyed 
oruers. He did: not see the vessel founder, 
but looking ten minutes later he could not 
discern anything. According to another 
story the Greeks declined to pick up men who 
were swimming behind the lifeboat and 
felled with an iron bar one man who clutched 
the boat.

Condition of Hungry Slavs Much Better—

Sr. Petrerssure, Feb. 9.—Little is now 
heard here of the famine. The condition of 
the roads has been such that, no matter how 
large asupply of grain the government had 
at its disposal, it could not be distributed, 
owing to the impossibility of conveyances of 
any. kind reaching the places where the dis- 
tress prevails. This is changed now. Heavy 
snows have fallen, a strong crust has formed, 
and goods and grain may be conveyed in 
sledges to any part of the empire. Much 
grain has already reached the famine- 
stricken provinces and, according to 
the reports received here, the  con- 
dition of the _ sufferers has much 
improved, Since it is now ible to ship 
grain into the districts where the scarcity pre- 
vails Gen. Annerkoff, a member of the Famine 
Relief committee in charge of the transporta- 
tion of supplies, has abandoned his project of 
breaking the ice-in the Volga River to allow 
of vessels being used to convey grain to the 

orts along the river. It is the general opinion 
ere that the distressed provinces will now be 
enabled to hold out until spring. - 

The government has, abandoned its inten- 
tion of rapidly pushing the Trans-Siberian 
railway to completion. One of the proposi 
tions made to relieve tne famine sufferers was 
to employ thousands of the peasants in the 
work of building this work, and the abandon- 


government believes the famine situation has 
been so much relieved that it will not be nec- 
essary to furnish this work to aid the peasants. 
The sections of the road already conimenced 
will be finished without any extraordinary 
haste and with the usual force of men. To 
carry out this work the sum of 1,500,000 
rubles is annually required.

SEVENTEEN BODIES ARE RECOVERED, 


Searching the Hotel 
from Canada Identified. 

New York, Feb. 9.—Sevneteen bodies have 
been recovered from the Hotel Royal ruins. 
At 3 o’clock this morning the entire force was 
put to work in the cellar under what was the 
dining-room and near the elevator shaft and 
staircase. An hour anda quarter later (4:15 
a. m.) body No. 13 was unearthed. It was 
that of a woman with dark hair badly burnea 
and utterly devoid of clothing or jewelry by 
which identification would be possible. 

At 4:30 a. m. the body of a man minus both 
legs and one arm, with the hair burned off 
and the face scorched beyond recognition, was 
taken out trom the same place and put in 
coffin No. 14. 

At 5a. m. a body was found which may be 
identified. It was that of a woman, with a 
red and black plaid shawl on her shoulders 
and ascapular about her neck. The arms 
were burnt to a crisp, the legs were in a sim- 
ilar condition, while the face and neck were 
panty eons The body was put in box 
NO. LD. 

it took about half an hour from the time 
No. 16 was discovered’ to remove the heavy 
timbers. But the body was finally taken out 
at 5:15 a. m. It was that of a woman badly 
charred and entirely naked with hands miss- 
ing and legs below the knees gone. The 
head was small and the features, as near as 
could be judged, were regular and handsome. 

The workmen were kept at the ceater of the 
building until 6 o’clock, when a change of 
force was made and the fresh day men pnt on 
the side entrance on Fortieth street. I¢ is ex- 
pected that. the bulk of the bodies will be 
found here and at the foot of the elevator 
shaft, for in passing through both of these 
places a distinct odor of burnt and decom- 
posed flesh manifested itself, 

One body was identified early this morning. 
It was No. 6, which was found yesterday in a 
room on the fifth floor of the hotel. 
The body was burned beyond rec- 
ognition, but a gold ring was 
the means By whicli it was identified as that 
of Miss Sarah Blake of Sheldonville, Mass. 
Body No. 1 has been identified as that of Mrs. 
J. Cohen, 33 years of age, of Toronto, Canada, 
and body No. 4 as that of Louis Levy of Lon- 
don, Ont. 

At 3:25 p. m. the workmen discovered a foot 
near the spot where body No. 17 was 
found. The Coroner decided that it was 
oue of the missing portions of that body and 
ordered that it be placed in the coffin contain- 
ing it. A few feet distant from where the 
foot was found a quantity of clothing was 
unearthed. On it was the name “C, A. 
Forbes.’’ In the basement just back of the 
office the diamonds of Mrs. Hattie Van Nor- 
den were found in a silver gold-lined casket. 
These jewels were indentified by Henry Van 
Noracn as the property of his missing wife. 

At 3:45 body No. 17 was receiv at 
morgue. During the afternoon a gentleman 
who said he was W. L, Lewis, who was re- 
ported as missing, called at the morgue. 

At 9:15 o’clock another identification was 
made. It was that of a body in Box 15, which 
was identified as Elizabeth Donahue, 60 years 
old, achambermaid at the hotel. The total 
number of bodies which have been brought to 
the morgue from the ruins up to midnight 
was seventeen; of this number eleven were 
women and six men. Three men and four 
women have been identified. .

Cohen and Louis Levy, both of whom per- 
ished in theflames at the burning of the Hotel 
Royal, New York, were well known here. 
Mrs. Cohen was the wife of J. Cohen, who 
keeps a shoe: store.in this city.

GEORGE KENNAN ON RUSSIAN 
POLITICAL OF FENDERS. 
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How Fancied Crimes Lead to the Panishe__. . ge 


ment of Innocent Persons—Cruelties 
and Hardships Imposed on Cultured 
People Because of Their Real or Im- 
agined Views—A Defense of Nihilism 
and Nihilists—A Voice from the Living 
Tomb of Siberia—Tomorrow's Lecture. 


George Kennan, the Russian traveler, whose 
works on Siberian exile life and the system in 
vogue in Russia of banishing political «-ffend- 
ers and suspects have caused such a profound 
and lasting sensation among all English. 
speaking people, lectured last night at Cen- 
tral Music-Hall on “Russian Political 
Exiles.”’ 

A large audience listened to his stories of the 
cruelties and hardships imposed on educated 
men and women because of their social views, 
or because of suspicion regarding supposed 
views, and where tales of heroic actions were 
told the loud applause marked the great sym- 
pathy which Americans have for the op. 
pressed of Russia. | 

Mr. Kennan began his lecture with a short 
explanation of “ Nihilism’’ and “ Nihilists,” 
showing the wrong impressions the people of 
the United States hold of the Russian malcon. 
tents. | 

“The impression that the revolutioniste 
and Nihilists are men who are believers in ab- 
solute negative and the overthrow of 
all existing { institutions is erroneous 
in the extreme. The parties which op- 
pose the present form of government, 
the autocracy which gives to one man the ab- 
solute power of life and death, of ownership 
of property, of ail his millions of subjects, are 
made up largely of educated and refined men 

women whose sole aim is the ameliora- 
tion of the people. The idea of bomb-throw- 
ing and political association is as repellent to 
them as it would be tous. It is only a means 
to an end, and nothing but the terrible cruel- 
ties and hardships that result from the present 
methods of the Russian Government keep 
alive and fan into flame the sparks of revolu- 
tion, whose fires at times cast a glow upon the 
horizon, 

Views Conquered in Siberia. 

“*T went to Siberia in 1885 in company with 
& young artist from Boston, George A, Frost, 
for the purpose of examining carefully inte 
the system of political exile. I will confess 
that I went with a natural prejudice against 
these people, looking upon them as a class 
of fanatics and cranks, as repellant in their 
nature to the luver of justice as is the Anarch-. 
ist to the people of America. I looked upon 
the Nihilist as we look upon Loms x 
The result of my long travels through Si 
my talks with the men and women senten 
the brutalities, the insults, and the in iti 
heaped upon them, has completely cha 
my views. I féund them highly ed 
deep and profound thinkers, and a mild 
even-tempered people who did all that they 
did do with the icea of bettering the condi. 
tion of their fellow-countrymen,” 

Mr. Kennan followed with numerous stories 
to illustrate his views and to show the real 
class of people doomed to the terrible punish- 
ment of exile to Siberian convict mines,

TWENTY PRISONERS MAY ESCAPE. 


Under the Michigan Decision That Released 
John Wilson from Prison. 

Lanstna, Mich., Feb. 9.—[Special,]—Upon 
habeas corpus proceedings Cireuit Judge Da- 
boll, sitting at Jackson, recently ordered the 
discharge of John Wilson, a State Prison con- 
vict who was sentenced under the provisions 
of the Indeter:ninate Sentence law, which was 
lately pronounced unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court. Attorney-General Ellis was of 
the opinion that the prisoner should have been 
ordered returned to Calhoun County, whence 
he came, for resentence, and therefore applied 
to the Supreme Court for a mandamus to 
compel Judge Daboll to set aside his order. 
This was denied today on the ground that 
habeas corpus proceedings cannot: be reviewed 
by mandamus, as the court has previcusly ‘eld 
that such proceedings cannot be reviewed on 
writs of error. Today’s ruling settles the mat-°* 
ter and Wilson will be released. There are 
about twenty other prisoners in Michigan 
prisons who are serving indeterminate sen- 
tences and who can now secure their liberty 
by the method followed by Wilson.

His speechés in 
the Council were not particularly bright, but 
they were frequent and sometimes rather enter- 
taining. In his wildest flights McAbee had the 
appearance of being serious. But his colleagues 
could not be made to believe that he was, and 
while he spoke with the greatest solemnity, 
sometimes peeerouaseny. the other Aldermen 
laughed. He had been in the Vouncil less than 
two years and probably megde more speeches in 
that time than any of those who sat with him. 
That he was kindly and loyal is attested by the 
fact that his last illness was brought on while at- 
tending the bedside of a sick friend, James Mac- 

enzie. 

Mr. McAbee was born in Martinsburg, W. Va., 
thirty-eight years ago, but soon after removed to 
Baltimore, whence he' came to Chicago ten 
years ago. Hesoon after became city salesman 
of glassware for Burley & Tyrell, and su uent- 
ly for the firm of H. Phillipi & Co, ' Through his 
brother, M. B, McAbee, he became active in Dem- 
ocratic politics and was committeeman from the 
Twenty-fourth Ward when Cregier was elected 
Mayor. The next year Cregier and his friends 
helped’ McAbee when- he was elected a 
member of -the City Council, defeating 
D. H. McDonald, the Republican candidate. 
lt was charged at the time that Mr. McAbee’s 
election was not secured by fair means, and pro- 
ceedings were commenced against him and one of 
his principal supporters, M. J. Corcoran. The 
proceedings, however, never came to anything, 
and McAbee outlived all the unpleasant things 
said about him on the occasion, 

His term as Alderman would have expired in 
April, and had he lived he would have been a 
candidate for reélection. He leaves a wife and 
el a cad Une mse aged 15 and 12, respect- 
ively.

The Highest Inhabited Point. 

A hotel recently built on the topof Pike’s Peak, 
at a height of 14,147 feet above the sea level, has 
been frequently referred to lately as bemg the 
highest inhabited point in the world. Although 
thismew resort is unique in many ways, it has 
not the particular distinction here mentioned. 
The Village of Galera, in Peru, 15,635 feet above 
the sea, has long laid claim to being the high- 
est inhabited spot on earth. But Mr. Arthur

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TURF LAW DEFINED 


THE BOARD OF CONTROL AMENDS 
ITS RESOLUTION. 


The Much Meaning “Or” Is Changed to 
“And”—An Important Amendment to 
Western Racing Men-—The Board Aims 
to Control Only Its Own Territory—New 
Orleans, St. Louis, Gloucester, and Gut- 
tenberg Races—Winnipec’s Bonspiel— 
Noble and Alcryon Are Expelled, 

New York, Feb. 9.—[Speviel.]—Acting up- 
on a communication from the Chicago Tris- 
uNnE, the Board of Control today changed the 
wording of part of its famous resolution of 
Dec, 22, so that it now reads: * North of 
Maryland and east of Ohio. ”’ 

The board also decided that this was what 
it intended to resolve when the resolution was 
passed, but by some oversight, clerical error, 
or something of that sort the conjunction 
‘“‘or ”’ crept into the resolution in place of the 
conjunction “‘ and.” This decision is of great 
importance to turfmen, and espetialiy to the 
courses at Chicago and the West which race 
more than thirty days. Under the resolution 
as it orginally appeared winter racing or rac- 
ing on more than thirty) days in a calender 
year was prohibited at Chicago, as well as in 
this section of the country. As modified and 
corrected today Chicago is not , included. 
Owners can run their horses at Washington 
Park, Garfield | Park, or Hawthorne in 
winter or on more than thirty days in the 
year without forfeiting their rights in the 
Kast. | 

During World’s Fair year Washington Park 
will probably detide to). prolong its meeting, 


and, despite the rich stakes, the resolution as 


it first appeared would have presented a 
serious difficulty, 

A week ago THr TRIBUNE correspondent en- 
deavored to obtain from Secretary Vosburgh 
a definition of the scope of the resolution. He 


refused to comnyit himself, adding that it was 
a matter which the board itself should decide. 

Tue Trisnune ‘correspondent then sent the 
following letter to Secretary Vosburgh :

BuiLpInG, NEw Yor«, Feb, 3.—W. 8, Voeburgh, 
Secretary Board of Control—Dear Sir: There is 
much uncertainty and |speculation as to the 
proper construction to be placed on the wording 
of the important resolution of the Board of Con- 
trol, dated Dec. 22, which is as follows: 

**Resolved, That owners, their horses, trainers, 
and jockeys, racing on any course north of Mary- 
land'/or east of Ohio at which there is racing in 
December, January, or February, or on more than 
thirty days ina edldadar year, shall not be quali- 
fied to enter, start, ride, or hayé license for the 
races of the associations represented in the Board 
of Control; /but this resolution shall not take ef- 
fect until Jan. 1, 1892.” 

You will readily perceive that if 1t was intended 
by this resolution to prohibit winter racing or 
racing on more than 30 days in 4 calendar year 
only in that quarter section of the United States 
north of Marvlana and east of Ohio, thé resolu- 
tion is ambiguous. If, on the other hand, the 
resolution was intended to cover a three-fourths 
section of the United States, namely all territory 
north of Maryland or east of Ohio, it is equally 
open to misapprehension. Ta demonstrate: 
Under one construction the resblution does not 
include the three:race courses located at Chicago. 
Under the other it does. 

In the opinion of THe CarcAGo TRIBUNE and of 
all those interested in racing the scope of this res- 
olution should be at once detined by the Board of 
(‘ontrol or interpreted by yourself as its execu- 
tive officer. There was doubtless no ambiguity in 
the intention of the board at the time the resolu- 
tion was adopted, and it is doubtless the desire of 
the ° eer that the resolution be clearly uader- 
etood, 

An early reply will be highly appreciated.

NOBLE AND ALCRYON EXPELLED, 


The National Trotting Association Board of 
Review Gets There at I ast. 

New Yorn, Feb. 9.—{Special.]—The Board of 
Review of the National Trotting Association held 
a meeting today at the Murray Hill Hotel to con- 
sider three matters, These grew out 
of the much-discussed race between Nel- 
son and Aleryon at Boston in 1589, 
which resulted in the expulsion of C. H. Nelson 
of Maine and the noble stallion which bears his 
name. F. S. Noble, the owner, and George P. 
Robens, the driver of Aleryon, would unqués- 
tionably have be#n expelled at the same time but 
for lezal obstacles which were interposed. 

When the matter was tirst brought before the 
board the accused partiés+Nélson, Noble, and 
Robens—demurred to the jurisdiction of the 
board finding on the ground that it 
was not vested with power to pro 
ceed ex parte in such a “matter; and. 
second, that the Beacon Park track, over which 
the race was trotted, was not) in’ membership at 
the time, and therefore the matter was not sub- 
ject to the discipline of the board. Both de- 
murrers were overruled, and the defendants 
then obtained injunctions from ai §Unit- 
ed States court restraining the board 
from investigation of the matter involved. Then 
the hoard, without investigating further, sus- 
pended the parties and the horses until such time 
as the injunctions should be withdrawn or dis- 
solved. 

C. H, Nelson immediately withdrew his injunc- 
tion, and he with his horse Nelson was expelled. 
Recently the other injunctions were dissolved by 
the court, and the board, being again free to act, 
held the special meeting today to consider the 
cases of Noble and “Robens. Noble did not ap- 
pear, and on the evidence previously taken and 
the confession of Nelson, Noble and his horse*Al- 
eryon were expelled, it is safe to say, forever. 

tobens appeared, andon é¢xamination testified 
that he had no knowledge of any corrupt ar- 
rangement in regard to the race, that ‘his only 
instructions from Noble were tv win with Alcry- 
on if he could, and he knew that Noble backed 
Alcryon in the pools tothe amount of $1,300. The 
board partly considered the matter and then con- 
tinued it until its meeting next May.

Photographing the Heavens, 

It is stated that the pictures of the Milky Way 
and other portions of the heavens made by Prof. 
Barnard of the Lick Observatory—taken with an 
ordinary portrait lens tied to the tube of a six- 
inch telescope—have never been excelled by any 
one, and rarely if ever equaled, exhibiting, as 
pictures taken with no photographic telescope 
could, the wonderful structure of the invisi- 
ble heavens, with the millions of stars 
lying beyond the reach of the unaid- 
ed eye: thus the number of individual 
stars shown on a single 8x10 plate and that of a 
region not in the Milky Way, and where bat few 
stars are seen with the eye, is estimated to"be not 
less than sixty thousand, this requiring an expos- 
ure of about four hours, using an aperture of 
about one-sixth the focal length of the jens.

DOWLE NEED NOT ANSWER. 


The Fast Freight Line Manager will Prob- 
ably Be Protected by the Counselman De- 


cision, | 

Sprincrretp, Ill, Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Richard Dowle of Detroit, Mich., manager of 
the Great Eastern Fast’ Freight line, will prob- 
ably not be fined for contempt of court. 

His case came up today in the United 
States Court before Judge Allen. The case 
grows out of the indictments returned last 
summer against Milton Knight, General 
Traffic Manager of the Wabash railway, and 
J. M. B. Kellar, a shipper, for alleged viola- 
tious of the Inter-State Commerce act. Sim- 
ilar indictments were found at the same time 
in Chicago, Kansas City, St. Louis, Memphis, 
and points throughout the 

These cases received some- 
setback by a_ decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States in 
January last in the case of Counselman, who, 
standing on his rights as an American citizen, 
had réfused to testify before the grand jur 
upon points which, in his judgment, woul 
tend to criminate himself. 

Mr. Dowle came here last Wednesday in re- 

onse to a subpcena to appear before the 

ederal grand jury and requiring hitn to 
bring with him certain vouchers, which, it was 
supposed, would substantiate the allegation of 
the payment of rebates in the Kellar ship- 
ments of flour from East St. Louis and Litch- 
field, Ill., to Montreal. Mr. Dowle when 
called before the grand jury refused to pro- 
ducé the vouchers or testify to any facts 
which, in his judgment, would tend to crim- 
inate himself. Thereupon he was arraigned 
before Judge Allen for contempt. 

The argument today, by Samiuel B, Foster 
of Chicago for Dowle and District-Attorney 
Connolly for the prosecution, referred to the 
question of the right of an American citizen 
to protect himself by his constitutional privi- 
lege, and also to the jurisdiction of the United 
States Court in ai) of the pending inter-State 
commerce cases. The ground taken by Mr. 
Dowle’s counsel was as follows: 

The grand jury in prosecuting this investi- 
gation was not pursuing any legitimate course, 
in that the District Attorney had never been 
applied to by the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, as required by Sec, 12 of the act, it 
being claimed that, under the section, the 
duty of the enforcement of the act is imposed 
on the commission, and that the United States 
Court cannot undertake such enforcement ex- 
cept upon its application to the District Attor- 
ney, who shall ** prosecute under the direction 
of the Attorney-General of the United States.”’ 

And further that witness shall not be com- 
pelied to make disclosures or give testimony 
which will tend to criminate himself. 

The ground taken by the District Attorney 
was that this case does not come within the 
purview of the Counselman case for the rea 
son that Mr. Dowle, in his position as man- 
ager of the Great Eastern Fast Freight line, 
assuines a quasi-public function, and that, 
therefore, the public has a right to the papers 
which he was called upon to produce, 

Judge Allen will render his decision Thurs- 
day morning. In his remarks, after hearing 
the arguments today, he said that his impres- 
sion was that Mr. Dowle probably comes with- 
in the Inter-State Commerce act, and that if 
he does it will be his privilege to decline to 
answer any questions or produce any papers 
tending to criminate himself. In case the de- 
cision of the court is adverse to Mr. Dowle it 
is asserted that he will still refuse to answer 
the questions, and in the event of his commit- 
ment for contempt he will sue out a writ of 
— corpus in the United States Appellate 

ourt.

Dowle mere was to insure the finding of in- 
dictments agaist the offivers and agents of 
other railroad companies than the Wabash, as 
well as to insure the indictment of Wilson 
Knight of the Wabash.

‘‘We are not a speculative house, as is well 
known to -the trade, but do a receiving and 
commission business. Yet in the natural 
course of affairs we must execute inany spec- 
ulative orders. And I give you my word, on 
the quiet, that our books show that our custom- 
ers are largely ‘long,’ and they are mostly 
frum the country, too, These farmers and 
country operators, whosé syrnpathies are nat- 
urally toward higher prices, have all along 
favored the long sid@, and now they are 
obliged to undergo the burden of putting up 
heavy margins to protect their outstanding 
contracts. This necessity is purely because 
of the decline consequent upon an ill-defined 
rumor that the Auti-Option bill had been re- 

rted back favorably by the committee. 

Vhat will be the result should this bill, which 
to my mind is clearly in the interests of the 
big millers and elevator men, become a law? 
Fifty cents per bushel for wheat to the farm- 
ers who now favor its passage. 

“This Washburn bill is a bugbear which 
will be apt to bother the trade until it is set- 
tled one way or the other; and, should it final- 
ly pass and become a law, in our opinion it 
will unfavorably and materially affect prices 
to a lower level.”’ 

If Congressinan Hatch of Missouri had hap- 
pened on the floor of the Board of Trade yes- 
terday about noon it is highly pra@pable his 
hat would have been smashed. by an iufuri- 
ated bull. Aside from this attention he would 
have had an opportunity to observe the prac- 
tical workings of his Anti-Option bill. It cre- 
ated a panic in the markets, extending from 
the cereals which it is designed to protect 
from wicked short sellers to pork and lard, 
which presumably Mr. Hatch thinks the far- 


mer requires no aid to take care of, save such | 


as is lent by the packers. Wheat broke two 
cents, corn a cent, and pork about 124¢ cents. 


Brought on by Dispatches. 


The smash in the markets took place in less 
than fifteen minutes. Business during the 
entire morning had been marked by an un- 
derlying tone of nervousness, due to dis- 
patches from: Washington predicting the pass- 
age of the bill. Prices had fallen sharply 
once, and afterward recovered part of the lost 
ground, with a look of closing higher. Sud- 
denly another flood of dispatches came from 
Washington. In twuv minutes the new-found 
strength had given way to weakness, had 
spread into a genuine panic, and the entire 
throng of brokers were screaming their offers 
to sell at any price. The market had dropped 
to 89°%¢c when the bell tapped. But as the 
crowd poured down-stairs it continued trad- 


ing at still lower figures, and long after the |}, 


session had closed wheat was quoted at 8&7 in 
the corridors and offices. 

Aside from its effect upon the market the 
bill was very much in evidence allday. It 
was the sole topic of discussion, and, as is us- 
ual with Board of Trade men, there was a 
wide divergence of opinion as to its effects. 
By wany it was viewed as a menace to a great 
invested capital. There were undoubtedly 
many anxious consultations in commission 
houses. Several g@tms, it was said, who had 
arranged to enlarge their facilities, had de- 
cided to await events. Said one conservative 
and well-posted man : 

™ *Parmer’ Hatch wants to stop short sell- 
ing. His bill today created more of it than 
has been seen any day for two weeks. One 
might say that it was hard to see where these 
short-sellers are going to get the actual wheat 
to deliver, as they must if the bill passes. But 
look deeper; speculative markets always dis- 
count ultimate results and they don’t err. 
This bill if passed will depress wheat 20 cents 
a bushel in this market.”’ 

** What will be its effect on the buard’s ex- 
istence?”’ 

**Presumably bad. But I believe that no 
law which wiped out. a great and legitimate 
trade would stand. From the Supreme Court 
Judge in this State who decided a meritorious 
case against a plaintiff because the latter im 
his correspondence used the common term 
between brokers ‘option’ for future, while 
meaningygthe latter, down or up to our revered 
nationafiawmakers, the board is obstinately 
misunderstood and maligned. It ought to be 
atip for the: Hatch committee that, while 
millions are menaced, whiie individual busi- 
nesses paying from $10,000 to $250,000 a year 
are threatened, the various exchanges through- 
out the country content themselves with a line 
of action that it is generally believed trusts 
don’t. They only argue their side.” 


‘Trading in Privileges. 


The usual crowd gathered in the hall for the 
trade in puts and calls in the afternoon. Ru- 
mors were:current that the directors intended 
to issue an edict against them, as was done 
during the Presidency of Nelson R. Blake. It 
was said that several of the more prominent 
houses had declined to file orders for privi- 
as But the trading scemed to be of fair 
volume. ‘* The estimates that are made of the 
amount of business done in them,” said a bro- 
ker who trades every day, ‘are all mere guess 
work. For years there has always been some 
great figure like Hutchinson or Pardridge who 
was a seller nightly. But the balk of 
speculators don’t touch them. They are 
a scalper’s opportunity. Then a few outsiders 
of the same class as the bettors who back long 
shots at the race track dabble in privileges. 
They remember the stories of the men who

Representitives of the New York Produce 
Exchange Given a Hearing. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Feb. 9.—The views 
of the New York Produce Exchange in regard 
to the proposed legislation against the sale 
of options was presented to the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture today by Henry E. 
Neiland, who read the protest of the exchange 
The protest 
states that the exchange heartily approves 


of Sec.: 1 of the measure defining 
options. The evils arising from _ trad- 
ing in optio.s were well-known, and 


any legislation which would repress such 
practice would be welcome. ‘But the bills in 
Sec. 2 proposed to restrict trading in futures, 
which was a different form of trading and 
which includes contracts which were continu- 
ally used by all classes of merchants and deal- 
ersand bankers who were dealing in the 
products mentioned in Sec. 3 in a perfectly 
legitimate way. In all the future contracts of 
the exchange the actual delivery of the article 
sold was provided for, and that was the basis 
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on which the contract rested, The seller was 
obliged to deliver and the buyer to take deliv- 
ery of the product when the time named in 
the contract came. . 

The business done in futures was a piece of 
machinery for moving jhe products of the 
country as far superior to the old methods of 
doing the same as railtoads are ahead of wag- 
ons or elevators of half-bushel measures. It 
was asserted by some that dealing in futures 
was always disastrous to the producer, but as

GEN, NEWBLRRY’S PENSION BILL.

. 
International Problems to Be Solved in Its 
Consideration. 

Wasutnatox, D. C., Feb. 9.—The bill intro- 


duced by Representative Newberry of Illinois, . 


cutting off pensions to foreigaers and non- 
residents of the United States, 1s becoming a 
subject of international interest and threatens 
to become one of the most serious problems 
to be solved this session by the House Com- 
mittee on Pensions, Dispatches state that in 
one province of Canada over 1,300 people will 
be affected by the proposed legislation, and 
Gen. Newberry himself estimates that the for- 
eign beneficiaries of pension laws aggregate 
at least 13,000. The bill is brief and is as fol- 
lows: 

From and after the passage of this act no pension 
shall be paid to any person who is not a citizen 
and a bona-fide resident of the United States; 
provided, that nothing contained in this act shall 
apply to persons traveling or temporarily residing 
abroad, 

Gen. Newberry said to a ‘reporter in rela- 
tion to the measure: 

My intention in introducing that bill is to do 
exactly what it purposes—that is, to prevent the 
payment of pefision money to people not citizens 
and residents of the United States. After the war 
foreigners who had come to this country as sol- 
diers of fortune and had served in its armies for 
a time, took advantage of the iiberal pension laws 
and returned to their native countries, where they 
have since lived, rearing families on moneys paid 
them by the United States. Their children will 
naturally be foundin the ranksof the army of 
their country, whether it be in wars against the 
United States or other countries. t is not 
now, nor was it ever their purpose to 
return to this country; nor do their sons 
acknowledge allegiance to the United States. 
The pensioner himself takes advantage of his 
condition to absolve himself from duties to his 
home government and lives in ease and luxury 
upon the bounty of the United States. He is a 
constant source of annoyance to our Consuls and 
Ministers abroad in demanding protection under 
our flag from duties owing to hisown government. 
It is known that there are several thousand such 
peetoness living in the Kingdom of Wurtemburg, 

rermany, and our late Minister to Turkey says 
they are scattered all over Eastern Asia and 
Western Europe. We know many are living in 
the British Isles and the Canadas, It surely is a 
better policy that the recipient of government 
favor shall live in and be a part of the people of 
the country upon whose bounty he is subsisting. 


ONLY PELAGIC SEALING IN ISSUE, 


That Is the Question Which Admits of Ar- 
bitration—Lord Salisbury’s Delay. 

Washinetror, D. C., Feb. 9:—[Special.]— 
The Bering Sea Commissioners did not hold 
their meeting today, but a session will be held 
Thursday. There is still much misunder- 
standing of the status of the dispute. The 
only auestion that admits of arbitration re- 
lates to pelagic sealing. The United States 
owne the seal rookeries and breeding grounds. 
What shall be,done there is for it alone to de- 
termine. Italsoclaims the right to prevent 
sealing in the Bering Sea, but not on the 
ground that the séa is a closed one. The pro- 
tection of the seal has been put on the broad- 
er grounds of the right of the United States 
to prevent the animal from extermination, 
and this danger comes from pelagic sealing 
by the poachers, wher? from five to seven ani- 
mals—usually females—are destroyed in or- 
der to secure one skin. The Cana- 
dians are -not willing to admit _ that 
the destruction is so great, because 
it would show the absolute need of some ar- 
rangement for preventing seal poaching. It 
is said that theexperts of the two countries 
are not so far apart in their estimates of the 
damage done by indiscriminate sealing. This 
is the only thing for them to determine. It 
is for the arbitrators, when appointed, to say 
whether the United State has the exclusive 
jurisdiction which will enable it to adopt pre- 
ventive measures, or whether it lacks that jur- 
isdiction and must secure the voluntary co- 
operation of Great Britain and other coun- 
tries. There is.a disposition on the part of the 
otficials of the State Department to chafe over 
the delays of Lord Salisbury in the matter. 
The Ameri@éan draft of the treaty is all ready 
for submission to the Senate, and no step can 
be taken until it has been ascertained that a 
similar treaty will be ratified on the other 
side. Nosuch notification has yet been re- 
ceived. 


SPRINGER BURNING MIDNIGHT OIL. 


Working Hard to Become Properly Ac- 
quainted with His Free Wool Bill 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Chairman Springer’s amiability is tested to 
the utrnost in the gibes he is comnpelled to en- 
dure from the tariff reformers. They have 
goaded hitn so much about his much adver- 
tised Free Wool bill that he is burning the oil 
at 2 o’clock a. m. to familiarize himself with 
the bill he didn’t draw, though it bears his 
name. The foilowing statement is “ official ’’: 

Mr. Springer is having considerable difficulty in 

tting the information he wants from the Census 

tlice with relation to woolen manufactures. The 
reporting of the Free Wool bill to the House has 
heen delayed for some time on account.of the de- 
lay of the Census Office in furnishing this in- 
formation, and it is proWfable that the committee 
will wait no longer, but will prepare the report 
with theinformation they have and submit it to 
the Hause as soon as possible. It is expected 
that the Springer bill, which, in its original form, 
placed wool on the free list and merely repealed 
the compensatory duties on woolen manufactures, 
will be amended so as to reduce the protection 
duties on woolen manufactures considerably. 
Where this duty is now 40 per cent or less it will 
be reduced on an average of 5 per cent, and all 
duties now above 40 per cent will be reduced to 40 
per cent. 

The tariff reformers don’t think an average 
reduction of 5 per cent or a reduction to 40 
per cent, where the duty is above that figure, 
will satisfy the party. But it satisties Mr. 
Stevens, the Massachusetts woolen manufact- 
urer, who thinks that the great issue is free 
wool for the manufacturer and not cheaper 
woolens for the consumer. 


MORE OPPOSITION TOTHE TRANSFER, 


What Would Result if the Revenue Marine 
Service Goes to the Navy Department, 
Wassinerox, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Opposition from an unexpected quarter has 
been developed against the proposed tranfer

POSAL BY CANADA. 


The Terms Are Too One-Sided and the 
Administration Will Consent to No Jug- 
Handled Agreement with the Dominion 
—No Results Possible in the Coming 
Conference—Gorman, Brice, and Hill 
Decide That Congress Must Adjourn 
About June 1—Diffieulties to Encounter. 


Wasutnaton, D. C,, Feb. 9.—[Special. | —Ca- 
nadffin reciprocity is not on the cards for this 
year. Sir John Thompson and Minister Foster 
and Mackenzie Bowell may have a pleasant 
visit, but that is all that will come of it. It is 

sible that Secretary Blaine’s greeting to 

e Commissioners, while polite, will be some- 
what chilling. The Secretary has not forgot- 
tén the misrepresentations of Sir Charles 
Tupper last year, Nor hasSir Julian Paunce- 
fote, who was placed in an awkward po sition 
through the double dealing of the Canadians. 
The Commissioners, however, will be given a 
hearing just as though it was not 
as well known in Washington as in 
Ottawa that their mission ‘is purely 
one of Tory politics, But it is doubtful 
if they will be able to take back the draft of 
any agreement which will help the Tories. 
Secretary Blaine has already plainly stated 
that the United States does not care to waste 
time considering restricted or jug-handled 
reciprocity. President Harrison is of the 
same mind, Early in the conferences the 
Canadian Commissioners will be given to un- 
derstand that the narrow basis they propose is 
unsatisfactory to the United States. Then 
they will either have to give up the negotia- 
tions or else broaden their propositions so as 
to provide a basis for unrestricted reciprocity. 
Whatever they do will be damned at home by 
the Canadians, who know they can’t fool the 
United States into anvuther jug-handled ar- 
rangement like the Elgin reciprocity treaty of 


It may be interesting to note at this time 
that the Hon. George Foster, the Canadian 
Minister of Finance, is the same official who 
went down into the West Indies with a hope 
of sécuring a reciprocity agreement for Can- 
ada. He failed. This may not be a signal for 
the future for the present enterpnse, but it 
is: being quoted freely in the State Depart- 
ment, and it has a tendency to shake the faith 
of the officials in the success of the mission of 
the three Canadians. 

Toronto, Ont., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—A pri- 
vate letter received today from a gentleman 
now visiting in Washington, D. C., contains 
the followmg in reference to the proposed vis- 
it of the Canadian Ministers: 

it is announced here that the Canadian Minis- 
ters will be here Monday next. It is a matter of 
conjecture here what they are really coming for, 
as there is nota ghost a show of their being 
able to effect anything whatever.

WANT CONGRESS TO ADJOURN JUNE 1, 


Decision of the Senatorial Syndicate, Gor- 
man, Brice, and Hill. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Feb. 9,—[Special.]— 
The Senatorial syndicate—Gorman, Brice, 
and Hill—which is running Speaker Crisp’s 
House of Representatives, has decided that 
Congress shal! adjourn about June l. This is 
a few days ahead of the Democratic National 
convention. If an adjournment at such a 
time were feasible it would leave all the dis- 
puted questions of party policy, the tariff, 
silver, and so on, to be fought out in the Com- 
tnittee on Resolutions. This would naturally 
give ashufiling platform, which, tothe minds 
of Hill and Gorman, is the only kind of a 
platform on which the party can succeed, 
They think that if the House passes the Ap- 
propriations bill and adjourns the country 
will be more than satisfied. Thisis a pretty 
policy, and if the membership of the House 
were less of amob it might be carried out. 
With a working majority of twenty or twenty- 
five a few leaders could carry through such a 
program, But with a Democratic majority of 
150 there is little prospect that they can suc- 
ceed. Their plan is to get the House so 
wound up in its own measures that it will be 
glad to pass the appropriations and quit. They 
have aclever scheme for antayonizing free 
coinage legislation by Farmer Hatch’s Anti- 
Option bill, As to the tariff, the mask has 
been thrown off and no pretense is now made 
that the Senatorial bosses care to pass any of 
Springer’s retail measurea, 

A paragraph in the House rules requires 
that the general appropriation bills shall be 
reported within eighty days after the appoint- 
ment of the committees. If this rule were 
observed the House would have the appropria- 
tion measures before it by March 10. But the 
rules were not adopted until the first week in 
February. The chairman of the committees 
controlling appropriations will point to this 
as showing the absurdity of asking them to 
comply with the rule, In practice they will 
ignore it and report the bills whenever they 
get ready. In spite of the effort of Hill, Gor- 
man, and Brice, the old delay will not be any 
different this year. The Democrafic Na- 
tional convention won’t have anything in the 
record of the House on which it can go to the 
country, rot ever an early adjournment,

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‘HAS HAD NO SUCCESS. 


FAILURE OF A GERMAN FIRM TO 
SECURE THE SPACE DESIRED, 


Its Representatives Have Been Here Eight 
Weeks Trying to Make Arrangements 
for a Big Electrical Exhibit at the 
World's Fair—What They Say of Their 
Negotiations—Specifications for the Col- 
umns of the Woman's Building Issued— 
Other Columbian Exposition News. 


After spending eight weeks in a thus far 
practically ‘useless effort to make arrange- 
ments for an exhibit at the World’s Fair rep- 
resentatives of the electrical firm of Siemens 
& Halske of Berlin are about ready to return 
home and abandon the idea of making ¢ large 
exhibit, 

Siemens & Halske are reputed to be. the 
largest manufacturers of electrical appliances 
and machinéry in Germany. Some months 
ago the firm conceived the idea of making an 
extensive exhibit at the World’s Fair, and 
eight weeks ago Herr Carl Vogel, the manag- 
ing airector of the firm, arrived in Chicago 
and began making applications for space for 
the prosposed exhibit. He spent a month 
without accomplishutg much of anything, and 
then cabled the firm for instructions. In re- 
sponse Arnold von Siemens, the President of 
the company, started for Chicago. Mr. Sie- 
mens brought with him the construction en- 
gineer of the. firm, Herr Henschell: Herr 
Scharrin, the architect; Dr. E. Berliner, the 
electrical engineer, and Alexander von Babo, 
the American representative of the firm at 
New York. 

For three weeks the party has been at the 
Auditorium Hotel endeavoring to make satis- 
factory arrangements. The firm desired to 
install an exhibit the estimated cost of which 
would be $280,000. Owing, however, to the 
regulations which had been adopted prevent- 
ing a united display of electrical apparatus 
the firm has been unable to conclude negotia- 
tions. It has also been hampered by the dual 
authority arrangement which exists in the 
general Exposition management, The Chief 
of Construction has certain ideas about how 
the electrical plant shall be installed and the. 
chief of the Department of Electricity has 
other ideas. The result has been, it is said, 
that Siemens & Halske are stili floundering in 
uncertainty, and in the meantime the repre- 
sentatives of the firm are tired of the delay 
and ready to go home, 

When Herr Vogel reached Chicago he asked 
for space to exhibit a conduit elevtric agg ty 
system. He wanted atract of space 3,0( 
feet long. He asked also for room for an 
underground mining exhibit. He degired to 
have a turinel constructed in which could be 
shown the mining machinery operated by 
electricity which his firm turns out. Then he 
wanted space for an alternating current 1,500 
horse-power generator. He asked further for 
the privilege of operating electric boats as an 
exhibit on the lagoons in Jackson Park, ana 
room in the Transportation Building for an 
exhibit of the block signal system appliances. 
Thus far Herr Vogel and his assoéiates have 
secured space for nothing except the block 
signal exhibit in the Trausportation Building. 

** We have been waiting six weeks to make 
arrangements,’ said Herr Vogel last night, 
** and it doesn’tlook as if we were going to get 
what we want. It may come out all right in 
the end, anda we shail wait a few days longer 
to sce the result. It looks, though, as if the 
rules and regulations adopted dividing ex- 
hibits will shut us out. We do not want to 
have our display divided up in three or four 
buildings, and under the rules that will have 
to be done. I suppose that if the regulations 
suit American manufacturers a German firm 
has no right to come in and suggest altera- 
tions,’’ 

‘“* Have you been treated courteously by 
World’s Fair officials?”’ 


‘‘Yes. The Director-General has done all 


that was possible for him to do, and Mr. Bar- 
rett has been more than kind in his endeavors 
to accommodate us. 
he would be pleased to grant what we desire, 
but that the rules and regulations stand as a 
bar to the execution of his wishes.” 

‘**Do you intend to abandon the idea of 
making any exhibit?’’ 

‘*We shall wait a few days longer to see if 
anything can be done. I have written Mr. 
Burnham a letter, which has been in his pos- 
session for some weeks. 1 am still awaiting 
an answer.”’ 

‘*‘Have you secured anything that you 
asked ?”’ 

‘* Not much as yet; but we hope for favor- 
able action. The block signal system will 
be exhibited. Astothe mining exhibit, the 
electric boats, the electric railway, and the 
motor, Ican say nothing, for nothing has 
been determined. We want to have steam 
for running our machinery in the Electricity 
Building, but this, according to the regula- 
tions, will not be furnished.”’ 

In negotiating first with Mr. Barrett of the 
Department of Elettricity, and then with the 
Construction Departinent, between whom 
there is lack of harmony, Herr Vogel, it was 
learned, had failed to secure satisfaction. 

The first idea was to construct a special 
building. Tnis was knocked out, and then 
7,000 square feet of space in Machinery Hall 
and 14,000 in the Electricity Building were 
secured. Herr Vogel announced yesterday 
that owing to lack of time to complete the 
necessary machinery, his firm would not bid. 
for the contract for furnishing light or power 
on the Exposition grounds.

Specifications Issued by Mrs, Potter Palmer, 
President of the Board.

BROKE A LIs?Y OF VICTORIES, 


The County Loses One of the So-Called 
Boodle Suits. 

The list of victories that the county has been 
winning in defending so-called boodle suits 
was broken yesterday. Herman Schaffner & 
Co., bankers, who sued on warrants for $1,}47, 
obtained a verdict for that’ amount from 
Judge Adams’ jury. Schaffner & Co. at one 
time held $50,000 worth of these warrants, the 
paper being considered perfectly negotiable. 
All but the account sued was paid without 
question, and in defense of this the county put 
in a technical plea. 

The statute provides that warrants shail not 
be issued when there is no money in the 
Treasury. County Attorney Henry showed 
that $400,000 worth of warrants had heen 
issued just before the one given to Napoleon 
Barsaloux, on which the plaintiffs were suing.
